Puld for Civil War Tokens, Feisel for parking tokens, Ford for car wash tokens, I use 
it for real estate tc^ens, and several others as well. This system was originated by 
Roland Atwood, and improved and perfected by Max Schwartz. 

Last month John Nicolosi lamented the fact he had no new issues to send out. 

That defect is now being corrected, because lots of new issues are coming out in all 
directions, and N.I.S, members may expect lots of "sendings" in the coming months.

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instance / just received is an interesting letter from Glen Williams of Fond 
du Lac Wisj 

"Just a note to bring you up to date on what is happemng %n and around Fondy as 
per transit tokens. The City asked for a grant to replace the present buses and go 
into a different fare system using metal tokens. The grant was approved but the bids 
came in higher than the amount of the grant. The City has gone hack to the Federal 
Agency for mare money to cover the higher costs. So the delay in getting the new 
token system has forced the local transit authority to purchase a new supply of school 
bus tokens. So now have a new token in use here. I shall he getting a supply of 
these for the New Issues Service^ and already have about fialf of them put aside. " 

We*ll list the new token soon, and N.I.S. members will be receiving it presently. 

I've also just learned, for our New Finds Dept., that G.R. Haynes has picked up 
a Minn 490 A, but with entirely different die work, so put (Vars.) next to that list- 
ing. The dies are different on both sides of the token. 

Moton Crockett writes from Austin, sending a clipping from the local Austin Amer- 
ican Statesman, in a column written by I.M. Boyd; 

"The City of Montpelier in France has a pretty tricky transportation system^ if 
the reports from there he true. Municipally owned cars are parked at stations all 
over town. Any resident iHth a driver 'e license can pay a /ee to get an ignition key 
that works in every car. Such a driver buys a plastic token in any of several stores^ 
and that token lets the driver go 11 miles. The oar is picked up at the closest point 
of departure and parked at the closest point of destination^ left for the next citizeny 
and on and on. " Moton would like to know if anyone has reported this plastic token, 

Douglas Bordon sends some interesting news about Rochester, NY; 

"Would you believe that NY 780 D is again in use as a bis token? Even though it 
was a 5‘f token for trolleys and sideways and was discontinued in 1938 when ETC was 
formed from the NYS EailwaySy it is now in use in a very limited service. I work at 
Kodak Fork (Research Laboratories) and they operate limited private bus service to 
Kodak Office (about 4 miles). In 1976 Kodak cut back its private bus and arranged 
with the RTS to use some old 780 B tokens. The receptionists at each end have the to- 
kens and if one goes on businessy they will give you one or two which they sign out, 
Kodak buys them from the bus co. for S0<) eachy even though the off-hours fare is only 
30^. Neither the receptionists nor the Kodak Trans. Dept, will sell any and the bus 
co, information said they did not know of their use at all. (Tokens were discontin- 
ued for regular use in May 1976. ) The tokens and their use are real enough, but one 
can't get any from the bus co. or from Kodak. I would estimate that at least 300 and 
perhaps 400 are in such use. I make occasional trips to KO and have acquired a few 
of the tokens hut I would be embarrassed if people start writing for any from Kodak 
or from the bus company," So please don’t write. But do remove the obsolete mark. 

From COIN WORLD we learn that in an auction run by AVA member Rich Hartzog, the 
M.W.M. Plank Road token, Wis 511 A, in VF/XF condition, realized $219.00. The high 
price because it is also a rare Civil War token, as well as a transportation token. 

Ed Dence lists prices realized on 3 tokens from his November auction; Ga 60 H 
$8.10; Pa 750 R $39.60; RI 620 A $41.20. 

Mike O’Brien sends a rubbing of a strange token. Can anyone tell us what this 
might’ve been used for? The token is 26mm, inscribed FEELY & CARNEY on obverse, and 
GOOD FOR ONE HITCH on reverse. 

Chuck Littlefield sends another stranger about which we know nothing. He did say 
he was told the token "was used by a real estate company in 1890." The token is brass 
octagonal (26mm) inscribed WEST END HEIGHTS A. CO. 25 (with an OS monogram in circle) 
on both sides. 

Dan DiMichael describes the following taxicab charge coin for us: WM 24 Pc 
YORK CAB CO NO. 382 ON PRESENTING THIS TAG THE YORK CAB CO EXTENDS TO YOU ITS SER- 
VICES (obverse) / PAY NO FARES TO DRIVERS AS BUSINESS AUTHORIZED BY THIS TAG IS 
CHARGED & COLLECTIONS MADE MONTHLY (reverse) . Interesting item. Dan also reports 
another miscellaneous token: WM 19 Sd CELORON BOAT LIVERY (obverse) / GOOD FOR 15 
IN TRADE EXCEPT SUNDAYS AND HOLIDAYS (reverse), Dan says it's from the Thousand Is- 
lands of New York State. 

Finally, George Cuhaj reports that his parents went on a trip to Quebec and Chi- 
coutimi, and sent word back that Que 745 H to 0 went out of use in August, 1976. 
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= THE WESTMINSTER STREET RAILWAY FARE PASS = 
By George S. Culiaj

The Westminster Street Railway, wliicli issued England 475 PF and PG, was operated 
by George Francis Train, beginning in 1260. His success in this nev/ list was almost 
assured by the opening six months earlier of the Birkenhead Ferry Line (see England 
75 PA), which was the first horsecar line in the British Isles. 

Train's horsecar line, for which he was granted a patent, v/as in many ways liked 
by the people of London. The big advantage which Train had over the hacks was that 
his cars held twice as many passengers with the sane amount of horses pulling. The 
secondary reason many used the cars was that the cars had more room, a faster ride 
(8 mph), and a fare only two-tiiirds that of the hacks. The fare was two pence, and 
was paid by all except those v;ho held special company passes. These passes, of v/hich 
I say fewer than 100 were made, were given by the company to high clergymen and City 
officers (I also venture to say to the Queen, too). 

The only drawback of the railway was that the track ivas one inch above street 
level; thus many hack wheels and even some pedestrians met a lot of trouble. Tliis 
caused 600 cab drivers to protest, and the line was ripped up within a year. This 
ended London's hopes for a street railway until 1870. 

The fare passes are both made of brass and have an oval shape of 24xl9inra with a 

2mra hole, the hole so that the owner might carry the pass on his watch chain. IVliy 

there are two types of tokens I do not know: one has "Westminster Street Rail Co. 
Limited" and the otlier has "Westminster Street Railroad Co. Limited" 

George Francis Train ivas born in 1826, and achieved rapid success in business, 
politics, and writing. Then almost as suddenly he became a self-confessed crank. 

He gloried eOjUaily in both careers. But what is more important lie did what fevj men 
today ever dare to do: he lived life as it seemed to him good to live, and he paid 
cheerfully and without complaint v/hatever the price was to pay. 

Mr. Train was at one time or another involved with clipper ships. Irish immi- 
gration, women, a 72-day round-the-world race [for the city of Tacoma, Wash.], prop- 
agandizing the Union cause in England, street railways, the 1872 election to the U.S. 
Presidency and, failing this, the dictatorship of the United States! 

But after all of this he became a recluse in later life until his death in Neii? 

York City in 1904. He is interred in the Cemetery of the Evergreens in the Borough 
of Brooklyn.

There must be tens of thousands of varieties of wooden nickels by now, and a 
large number of these are inscribed "good for one ride” or words to that effect. 

Some of these transportation wooden nickels certainly were valid and used as trans- 
portation tokens, required to ride the facility (usually an amusement type opera- 
tion). But others apparently are simply fantasies made by manufacturers to sell to 
collectors. Because we believe most of our transportation wooden nickels are In the 
latter category, we do not list them In the Atwood Catalogue unless they actually 
come from the place where they were used, with verification that they were used. 

Nevertheless collectors may be Interested In seeing some of the scores of 
transportation wooden nickels, and seeing them may inspire someone to write to the 
facility and see If they were actually used. Here are photos (actually Xeroxes 
made from the wooden nickels themselves) of the important side only, of some of 
these things.

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

We begin this month by relisting the token for the San Francisco Airport. Back 
in 1967 when we listed this token we were in a hiirry. Many people in San Francisco 
refer to the Airport as Soutli City, and it is possibly an unincorporated area in San 
Mateo County. But then one of our members told us it was not in South San Francisco, 
so it became evident the listing was misleading. So I am relisting it as San Fran- 
cisco Airport 761. The postoffice address is a branch of the S.P. postoffice. 

I am also relisting the Ventura tokens, which are now in use, although not avail- 
able to the general public. Through the efforts of Joel Reznick we were able to get 

a supply of both of these tokens for the New Issues Service, but we had to pay a pre- 

mium for them, over their face value. Nevertheless we were lucky to get them at all. 

On the Miscellaneous tokens from California, Pillar Point, or Princeton as some 
call it, is part of Half Moon Bay. There is no way we could get a supply for N.I.S. 

so all we can do is list the token. As it is only good for part payment of fare to- 

ward a boat ride, it goes in under the Miscellaneous heading. Then we have another of 
those taxi tokens, and those vdio want this type of token v/ill get it from N.I.S.

With respect to the listing of California Miscellaneous tokens, of which there 
are so many, some have suggested skipping some numbers so that tokens could all be 
listed together, and others have suggested renumbering the whole business when we do 
a 4th Edition of Atwood. The final decision on this will fall to John Coffee, if he 
is willing to rearrange them, or if he wants to, at a future date. 

On his way to the 1977 AVA Convention, Mr. Gabsch stopped off in Bloomington and 
inquired about tokens. He was told tiiat in the near future there would be a couple 
of new tokens, so we asked Joel Reznick to keep in touch with Bloomington to learn 
when the new ones went into use. They finally went into use, and we were able to get 
a supply for our New Issues Service. But, again, we had to pay a premium over face 
value to get them. But it was that or not get them at all. These tokens were struck 
by Meyer & Wenthe, and carry a special design, like a logo, which the Bloomington auth- 
ority says is their ovm property. This company took over in Bloomington & Normal in 
1972, as we observed in the 1977 Supplement. 

There are a number of oases where a person who lives a thousand miles away from 
a place where a token is being used will discover it, whereas people living right in 
tliat tovm or vicinity never learn about it. So just because tliere are AVA members 
living in a city, don't let that deter you from making inquiries when you visit bus 
companies on a long trip. So if you learn about a nev/ issue, please always write and 
tell me. Don't rely on someone else to report it. 

We are also listing that wooden nickel from Dallas, which was mentioned on Page 
117 of the August 1977 Fare Box in John Coffee's comments. We postponed the listing, 
hoping to get a quantity for our N.I.S. but it is now apparent we won't get them. 

The logo on the token's reverse is actually a whistle with a couple of horses on it. 

It's still too soon to have received answers from questions in my notes in the 
December issue on the Tulsa token, so still cannot tell how many would have the one 
in question. I need to know how many collectors have these tokens, to make intelli- 
gent listings for a future catalogue. Another token about which I am curious is Col 
460 B. This is pictured on Page 98 of Atwood, but along the way I had information 
that more of these were made in 1947 and 1948, and if so I figure they should have 
been from a different die. Have no way to prove ray point unless I can find out from 
others. So I would appreciate hearing from collectors who have Col 460 B if the die 
is different from that pictured on Page 98, Here is a token priced at 50<? but I be- 
lieve that is way too low.

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« TWO NEW PLASTIC TOKENS FOR ROCHESTER, NEW YORK - 
By Douglas G. Borden 

Steve Tanenbaum showed me a token about six weeks ago which I had never seen be- 
fore. It is described as follows: 

COUNTY OF MONROE SOCIAL SERVICES (COUNTY SEAL) 

Pe 29 Sd Good For One Base Fare RTS (bus) Bus (logo) (gold lettering] 

After many calls and letters I obtained a few but I do not want any others writing 
the bus company or the Department of Social Services, or I will be on their list for- 
ever! The only way I got the tokens was as Curator of the Rochester Numismatic Asso- 
ciation for a public display which I wanted to complete. 

The bus company takes in these tokens and the County redeems them at 50C/fare. 

In 1967 the government insisted that records and payments be made of assistance in 
transportation to certain welfare recipients, mental health patients, those on metha- 
done programs, elderly and disabled, etc., to get to certain clinics, etc. Four thou- 
sand tokens were ordered (I think in 1968 but the reverse has the new RTS logo (for 
Regional Transit Service) which seems to date it about 1972. See NY 780 J. I would 
call this one NY 780 K, although it may predate 780 J. 

When I wrote RTS about getting some of the above tokens they said that they were 
indeed still in use but they could not let me have any. I also mentioned the NY 780 I 
school bus tokens. I got a feii? of these in 1975, and they are the 780 I with the oval 
RTS logo for Rochester Transit System on them. This time I got a few of an entirely 
different token which I xrauld call 780 L. The obverse is the same as the reverse of 
780 I, but the other side has the new shield logo of RTS, exactly the same as the new 
black Social Services token described above. So the new token, which I would call 780 
L, would be described thus; 

(BUS WITH "SCHOOL" ON SIGN) 

Pb 29 Sd Good For One Base Fare RTS (bus) Bus (logo) [green lettering] 

Obviously this new token was struck by the same firm that struck the other two plastic 
tokens. 

The Director of Social Services told me that the black tokens (780 K as I would 
call them) have been in use since 1968. If this is really the case, then some black 
tokens should exist with the oval logo for City of Rochester Transit System, like the 
obverse of 780 I. 

Inasmuch as the County is constantly monitored by the Government on their welfare 
funds and disbursements, they were reluctant to let me have any of the black tokens. 

I would be very embarrassed if people start writing for some. 

= THE KING & HOLDEN AUTO HACK LINE OF NEW LEXINGTON, OHIO = 

Clara Mi g ley sends us an article from the Columbus Dispatah of February 26, 1978, 
by T.J. Holden, whose grandfather started Holden’s Hack Line. A large photo of Ohio 
625 B decorates the article (see Page 23 of Atwood). I recall obtaining two of the 
OH 625 B's from this same T.J. Holden about ten years ago. 

From the article we learn that T.J. Holden’s father, John W. Holden, formerly 
Sheriff of Perry County, was in partnership with A.C. "Oxie" King. Their auto hacks 
(they had two) were built by Flautt Lumber Co. and mounted on 1 9! 5 Buick truck chassis. 
They operated from the railroad depot to the Central Hotel and the Park Hotel, a d i s- 
tance of about one mile. Fourteen passenger trains stopped daily in New Lexington; 
eight Pennsylvania RR and six New York Central RP The King & Holden bus met them 
all. T.J.’s grandfather began the business about l‘')0 with a horse-drawn hack, and 
it was the grandfather who issued our token OH 625 C with the name of the Park Hotel on 
it. The ’’B’' was about 15 years later than the C. 

Last time I corresponded with T.J, I thought I had cleaned him out of tokens. 
Obviously ! had not; he still has at least one token; the one pictured in the story. 
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TOKFNS of the old KoAD to t;ENl'.VA 

In recent months we have read a lot about "the road to Geneva" 
and "paving the way to Geneva". These terms, of course, are merely 
iournallstic prose describing the search for agreement between the 
states of the Middle East to discuss peace at Geneva. The classical 
site for international conferences and arbitration, Geneva was the 
home of the League of Nations after the First World War and is cur- 
rently the European Headquarters of the United Nations. The World 
lewish Congress was founded here in 1936. 

All the talk of Geneva gives us a good opportunity to write 
about some rare and little knowTi tokens from the last century. Like 
many cities in Europe, the gates to the city of Geneva were closed 
at sunset and only reopened at daybreak. After liberation from the 
French, the provisional government established tolls that allowed 
travellers to enter the city after dark. Goods could not be brought 
in when the gates were .closed, as municipal excise duties had to 
be paid. 

The accounts of the Canton of Geneva for 1837 show that 36 
florins were paid for the manufacture of tokens for night service 
at the city gates. None of these tokens are extant, but we do have 
examples of the yellow cardboard tokens illustrated below. 



These pieces are quite well produced with three layers of card — 
yellow/black/yellow — dnd the reverse figure Is embossed I They were 
is use from February 24, 1849, till April 13, 1852. 



Figure 3 Illustrates what is probably a unique 
pattern. The arms ai^ identical to the 1847 coins 
of Geneva designed by Aug. Bovet. The reverse is 
the same as Figure 2 above. Yellow cardboard, 
black printing on the reverse, like Figures 1 and ?, 
but red printing on the obverse. Two other pat- 
terns on square white cardboard are known. 


Pedestrian entrance to the city carried a toll of 10 centimes. 
The tokens were sold in packets of 25 pieces for 2 francs, a 20 per 
cent discount. The 25 centime tokens were for horses. 


A new wooden bridge, that could accommodate carriages, was Iniilt 
on the River Arve in 1840. To cross the bridge, during the day, pod 
estrlans were charged two centimes. Red/yellow cardboard tokens witli 
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black printing. Figure 4, were sold at 
100 pieces for 1.50 francs. The reverse 
Is identical to the obverse. Figure 5, 
black print on green card, Is believed 
to be unique, PONT D’ARVE“Arve Bridge. 

The Neuve and Klve gates to 
Oeneva were quite far from each other. 

To relieve the long detour Imposed on 
residents of the Saint-Antpine and 
Salnt-Leger quarters of the city,, a suspension bridge was built by 
the engineer Colonel G.H, Dufour. Built from tha Pin bastion to the 
end of the Florissant road, the bridge greatly shortened exit from 
the city. Opened In 1823, taken over by the state In 1843, It con- 
tinued In use till 1856 and was the first suspension bridge on the 
European continent. The tokens coating 1.50 francs per 100 are 
illustrated below. The 1843 Issue Is red on white cardboard, while 
the 1845 piece Is red on yellow. St, ANTOINE PONT-Salnt Antoine

The success of the St. Antoine Bridge prompted the construc- 
tion of a similar structure between the Bastion du Cendrler and 
Faquls. The tolls were the same as at Saint Antoine, and the tokens. 
Figure 8, come In pink and green cardboard with black printing. 
Obverse and reverse are slmlllar. The bridge existed till 1850,

In 1967 at an auction, An i I I o industries, inc., of Orange, Calif., bought the 

remaining 3,492 dies of the Los Angeles Stamp and Stationery Co, (formerly the Los 

Angeles Rubber Stamp Co. Cb.A.R.S.j) which had just then gone out of business. In 
1968 Anillo decided to go after the token and medal business and make some salesmen's 
display books showing ail dies on hand which could be used, especially the reverse 
dies. In October, 1968, a worker was assigned to strike from each die 30 tokens. 

After three or four days of striking 30 each of some 33mm, 34mm, 35mm, or 36mm dies, 
his instructions were changed and the balance of the run was made striking 25 from 
each die. At the end they had 22 complete sets and a box of miscellaneous undamaged 
tokens, after destroying the damaged tokens. The tokens which they made were all cir- 
cular aluminum with blank reverses, for easy mounting in the salesman's cardboard 
pages. One set was mounted in a salesman's master catalocj. 

To recover some of the token-making expenses, Anillo in 1969 sold sets 2 through 

20 to token collectors, with these collectors apparently each only buying one set. 

Some time ago I communicated with Anillo about getting a set or two when I started 
work on a catalogue of amusement tokens, as L.A.R.S. had made several hundred types of 
amusement tokens for the amusement parks in Long Beach, Ocean Pier, Venice, and Bal- 
boa, and for local amusement machine vendors in the I920's, I930's, and I940*s. At 
first I heard nothing from them so I wrote several collectors each of whom had bought 
a set, to try to get their amusement and transportation Anillo patterns to catalogue. 

A couple of collectors were willing to sell reasonably their amusement and trans- 
portation patterns because they each only collected medals and commemorat ives. But 
they required as a condition that I also take all other Anillos that they didn't want, 
and I purchased a couple of partial sets. 

Another contact with Anillo got the reply that they had recently found in their 
warehouse sets 21 and 22 as well as the box of miscellaneous undamaged tokens. After 
negotiation I bought the sets 21 and 22 and the box of miscellaneous tokens from sets 
23, 24, and 25. This box contained approximately 9,000 tokens out of the 10,476 made 
(3x3,492). So apparently 1,500 were damaged and destroyed. This purchase cleaned 
out the tokens at Anillo. 

In the early 1970's Aniiio gave up on the token and medal business because it 
was not profitable. Anillo did strike some tokens for use, such as the Redondo Beach 
Library parking token. Anillo then sold, as a lot, these 3,492 dies in the early 
I970's, and I have not, up to the present, seen any of them on the market or discover- 
ed their present whereabouts. 

I am listing below the transportation and other token patterns collected by many 
AVA members, which 1 found in the lots, with the number known based upon the 22 sets 
and the miscel laneous box. Some of the token locations given are from listings in 
Album's or Kappen's catalogues of California tokens. I have at present from 2 to 7 
of each of the following patterns, with the duplicates available to trade for other 
patterns.

Los Angeles Rubber Stamp Co, made several hundred types of amusement tokens In 
the I920’s, I930*s, and I940’s, I acquired two complete sets of these patterns. One 
set for myself and the other for Steve A I pert, my co-editor of the cataiogue of U.S. 
and Canadian amusement tokens which we are writing. Also have many dupes for future 
trad tng. 

MOVIE, RADIO i TV TOKEN PATTERNS 

L,A, Rubber Stamp Co. was the major maker of movie tokens. In movie scenes at 
that time the iaw prevented the movie makers from photographing real money, so the 
movie companies had tokens made the same size as real money for use in movies for tel- 
ephones, vending machines, change, etc. There were many dies in that lot of movie to- 
kens so I acquired a good size lot of movie token patterns. Also many movie, radio, 
and TV advertising token patterns. 

MERCHANT TOKENS 

The L.A.R.S, merchant token obverses stamped by Anillo show that about half of 
the merchant Anillo obverses are for tokens which have not been discovered and listed 
in Album’s or Kappen's catalogues. In other words there has not been found a token 
with a complete description as to obverse, reverse, metal, cutouts if any, to match 
that obverse Anillo pattern. Most of these Anillo merchant token obverse patterns are 
from Cal I torn la, followed in order by Ariz,, Nev., N.M,, Tex., Hawaii, Philippines, 
Utah, Ida., Wash., Kans., Mont., Guan, one from Shanghai in English, and several T.i.R. 
I have 2 to 7 apiece of these items. 

M I LK AND SCHOOL TOKENS 

L.A.R.S. made several hundred types of milk and lunch tokens for the dairies and 
schools, and I acquired several large assortments of these items. 

REVERSES 

There are over 1,000 types of reverses in the Anillo sets, mostly standard Good 
For In trade, or Good For in merchandise, with various values from 14 to $20.00, A 
set of reverses is handy as it enables cataloguers and collectors to identify the mak- 
er as L.A.R.S. of that token, if it has a matching reverse. I got several sets of 
these reverses. 

COMMEMORATIVE TOKENS 

There were several hundred types of obverses and reverses of various commemora- 
tives and medals that L.A.R.S, had made over the years. 

OTHERS 

There were some tokens also from dies such as aerospace company tool checks, 
dog tags, car washes, contest tokens. Elks, Masonic, posts, etc. 

What it all makes Interesting to me is that these Anillo patterns first were sold 
in 1969 and, busy with other catalogues, I only recently realized that nobody had lis- 
ted these in detail In The Fare Box or Atwood’s.

Two more cable car tokens this month. Our friend Jack Wilcox is in town and in 
talking to one of the cable car conductors he learned about the new ones and was able 
to get a supply from Amtour for our New Issues Service. I don't know how many more 
types will be made, but will have to be on the lookout for then. The St. Francis is 
a hotel in Union Square and many tourists stay, there, Canadian Pacific Air also 
brings many tourists to San Francisco. Note that there is the numeral 1 on the cable 
car in all three of these cable car tokens. We didn't note it last time. The #1 
cable car has been rebuilt. 

The Aurora, CO, token listed in the 1977 Supplement is 28mm, and the one listed 
this month is 27ram. The die work is quite different, also, on the two tokens. The 
260 G token should never have been listed from Denv''” and for some years the Denver 
collectors have been after us to put that token whezt t belongs, under Aurora. This 
has now been accomplished. 

There are some otlier tokens which are grossly wrong in the order of listing or 
the places where they are listed. Not too many, but some. And in future months I 
intend to correct these inaccuracies, a few at a time.

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W,G. Garrison learned about the new Burlington token vjhen he wrote up there for 
tokens. He was sent a white metal token and, upon inquiry, vra.s informed that the 
first order of 5,000 white metal tokens was made in March, 1976, for the state of Ver- 
mont Dept, of Social & Rehabilitation Services for senior citizens and others. Then 
5,000 more were ordered in September, 1976. Tokens have since been discontinued be- 
cause too many of the people who were given them didn't use them promptly, but appar- 
ently hoarded them. Tilhen this happens the supply ceases to be available for reissue 
and the whole advantage of tokens disappears. They made a total of 10,000 tokens and 
have only 3,000 left. So they quit using tokens entirely and switched to paper tic- 
kets. Our New Issues Service will be able to distribute this one. 

Every now and then someone finds a strange token in a junk box. Such a one was 
found by Irwin Reuben, vrho found a token similar to Pa 765 Z except that this one 
has 3 at the top and 2 at the bottom, possibly an error. These numbers--! on 765 X 
and 2 on 765 Y and 3 on 765 Z, denote the order in which the types were made. I make 
mistakes and so do token manufacturers. Sometimes they throw their mistakes in a bar- 
rel intended for remelting, but instead the contents of the barrel are resold by the 
guy who is supposed to do the remelting because he can get a better price. Hence the 
mistakes of token manufacturers sometimes end up with collectors who wonder what they 
have. Of course these things do not merit a regular listing, but they are interesting 
and when we learn of one we'll mention it in The Fare Box, 

Sometimes collectors report metal passes. Ne did list a few of these over the 
years, but it is evident that there are hundreds of varieties of metal passes so it 
was suggested by the 1952 AVA Convention that we stop listing them and we agreed,

Les Hawthorne^ A.V.A. 1^914, of Los Angeles and Australia, died last July 4, He had 
wondered why we hadn't heard, from Les, hut we assumed that he vias on another of his 
frequent trips book to his native Australia. And so he was. He joined us in 2966 
when he loas 57, and he lOas an active and outspoken member. He won Hie Fare Box Lit- 
erary Award in 1974 for his discovery that what the English call "floating bridges” 
are actually ferries. Les was an expert on foreign tokens, and his frequent contrib- 
utions to The Fare Box were fascinating and informative. He was a delight to talk to, 
with his clipped Australian accent, his great sense of humor — often hidden gust be- 
low the surface of a pretended, grouchy exterior — and his vast knowledge of distant 
places. It seems just and fitting that Les, who came to us from Australia, was back 
hone again at the end. I'm going to miss his frequent newsy letters and pithy com- 
ments about tokens and people and cataloguers . He was a rare and precious friend. 


March 29. With our three-ireek publication intervals, some of our issues will be 
smaller than usual, if l get the time I'll try to write an article of ray own for the 
next issue. The deadline for the April issue for ads and articles vi?ill be April 17. 

As of now, the price of the Atwood Catalogue has been increased to $9.25 to AVA 

members, necessitated by the cost of mailing a copy and the Jiffy bag to put it in. 
Retail price is now $16.00. These books have been selling faster in the past few 
weeks than at any time since 1970, including a number of orders overseas. We printed 
3,000 of then, and we are down to about 150 copies left. I'Jhen we get down to 50 

copies v/e are going to reprint the book exactly as it was printed in 1970, albeit on 

cheaper paper. In due time a 4th Edition will come out, but it will be a long long 
time unless someone is vjilling to be an active assistant to the Editor and take care 
of all the photo work. I don't mean taking the pictures. I mean cutting to order, 
and pasting them in the book. The actual preparation of the copy is not that much 
work. The photographs, with all the elaborate preparation, are what make a catalogue 
a huge undertaking. 

As of this writing, we are XTOrking on about ten different new issues, now in use, 
which we hope to get for the New Issues Service, New tokens are coming out more and 
more frequently now, so keep your balance up, with Nicolosi's New Issues Service if 
you are one of the fortunate members of it. 
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Together with this issue you v/ill find the Index to Volume 31. This should be 
put vrith your Decernber 1977 issue of THE PARE BOX. It is not a part of the issue, 
but would logically go at the end of the 1977 issues. 

The Delaware Valley Vecturist Association will hold its Second Annual Token S 

Medal Show on May 13 and 14 at the Philadelphia Sheraton Hotel in the Hall of Flags. 

The hotel is at 1725 Kennedy Blvd. in Philadelphia, Admission is free, and the sche- 
dule calls for the bourse from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. on May 13; the auction beginning at 
7 p.m. on May 13; and more bourse on May 14, from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Al Zaika is the 

chairman, and the flyer he sent me proclaims "The only shov; of its kind on the East 

Coast." Enough said. A.V.A. members can have quite a gathering there, and if I can 
get avjay I plan to get down there myself. 

The time has come to begin thinking about a new edition of PERSONAL TOKENS OF 
VECTURISTS. This time I Would like something a little more elaborate than what we've 
had in the past, possibly even with photographs of some of the more unusual tokens. 

Of course the problem is that these things keep coming out and whatever we produce 
will be out of date almost immediately. The ideal solution to the problem vrould be a 
loose-leaf book with one sheet for each member V7ho has issued a token. Then it would 
never be outdated and nets? sheets could be added in as new members issue tokens. But 
this would mean 100 to 150 sheets (I haven't counted the niiinber of members who have 
issued tokens, but a lot of us have), and that means the equivalent of a 200 to 300 
page book. So tliat idea is really out, Joel Reznick suggested a happy medium: put 
all the members whose names begin v^ith "A" on one sheet, or one group of sheets, 
all those with "B" on the next sheet, and so on. This way at least you could keep 
them together by letter. This is still in the planning stage. If any of you have 
any ideas I would like to hear them. This new book would be done with oxir I.B.M. 
Executive typewriter {such as was used on the Atwood Catalogue) , and we probably 
won't be able to give them out free to all members as we did with the last edition,

In examining the Kappen Catalogue of California tokens I find the following of 
interest to AVA members; In The Fare Box, Page 72, May 1976, I listed the Valley Taxi 
460 wooden nickel tokens as unidentified. On Page 155 of his book Kappen lists the 
one with WF reverse as Grass Valley, CA, circa 1950 with cat. price of $1,50. I had 
a feeling it was from California as I acquired several out here. Kappen also lists 
on Page 209 from Lodi, CA, a wooden nickel 38mm reading GOOD FOR FREE RIDE IN A NEW 
1959 FORD KREtGER MOTOR CO. and an Indian head reverse all in black letters at $1.00, 
Kappen lists under Hollywood many movie money tokens in which he lists the Charlie 
Chaplin Jitney token at $10. I have one of these I got 25 years ago in a small lot 
of movie tokens. Chaplin appeared 60+ years ago in a silent movie In which he was to 
put a nickel in a jitney meter and these tokens were apparently made for that movie 
and following moview by Chaplin. On page 644 under Tiburon is listed a brass 2lmm 
STEAMER TIBURON token reading on reverse GOOD FOR 12^ IN TRADE and cataloguing $27.50 
with usage unknown.

We start off \/ith another of those taxi tokens, this one from the northernmost 
point in Alaska. It will be sent by N.I.S. to those who have said they wanted these 
taxi tokens. 

Next, we've finallv straightened out the Mississippi Valley Public Service list- 
ings. For many years we listed all these tokens from LaCrosse, Wis., when the ones 
with M should have been listed under Minnesota. The systems in these two cities— 
one city on each side of the Mississippi River — were operated by the same company. 
When tokens were ordered those for one city were ordered from Meyer & VJenthe, and 
those for the other city from Scovill. But came the wartime metal shortage, after 
1943, and both cities' tokens were ordered from Meyer & Wenthe. So we have now 
relisted some of the tokens so that they are correctly under the city in which they 
were actually used. We include dates ordered and quantities struck for the Meyer & 
Wenthe tokens, but we don't have this information for the Scovill tokens. 

At the sane time a new wooden nickel, which is used as a regular fare token, 
is being listed for Winona. N.I.S. doesn't handle wooden nickels because too many 
of them break in the mails. But these have been advertised in The Fare Box. 

Our general policy is not to change catalogue numbers, but there are some tokens 
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which are just plain listed wrong, and must be corrected. I won't do more than one 
city a month of these corrections, so collectors won't have a bunch of new numbers 
thrown at them all at once. These corrections for Winona should have been in the 
1977 Supplement, but John Coffee wanted to get it all typed up during the summer of 
1976 so we couldn't do everything. 

Clara Migley reported the new senior token for Lancaster, Ohio. It is like the 
OH 440 1 but this time the numerals are on the obverse and the reverse is blank. 

This one will not be handled by N.I.S. but Mrs. Migley will be advertising them. 

Then we have the plated tokens from Fort Worth. It seems that when the City 
took over the transit system they plated the white metal tokens, so they could tell 
which tokens were sold after the takeover, and which had been sold before the take- 
over, The previous company would be responsible for the unplated tokens. Unfort- 
unately sorae of these tokens had been in use for 57 years before they were plated, so 
we've had trouble getting them in decent condition. As a matter of fact, Nicolosi 
had to send back a bunch of them because the condition was unacceptable. So all NIS 
members won't get all four of them. They will get one or the other. 

Incidentally we listed these liiM Fort Worth tokens in the wrong order, and didn’t 
realize this till we got the Meyer & Wenthe records. Also the M&W records are often 
vague before 1925. Any\7ay, tokens with W.H. Burke on them v/ere made in 1927, and 
the tokens 340 H and J were made in 1920, as the tokens carry that date. 340 F was 
made at the same time. Then after Clifford got a higher position with the fiirm, Mr. 
Burke became manager. He was then succeeded by Alfred P. Townsend. So tokens or- 
dered in the early part of 1927 carried the name of Burke on them. We won't rear- 
range the listings here, but add (* 1920) after the listings of 340 H and J, and put 
{* 1927) after the listings of 340 G and I, 

One reason I like to supply information on when tokens were put into use is so 
that collectors can tell which tokens \\?ere used on streetcars, and v;hich were used 
only on buses. Some want to collect only streetcar tokens. 

I took over as New Issues Editor in March, 1953, so it has been a quarter of a 
century since l took over listings from Roland Atwood. In checking over tokens in 
recent years I’ve discovered that some of them were listed frcra the wrong cities. So 
one of my chief purposes since 1 took over is to get tokens listed correctly, and 
listed from the correct cities of origin. There are still some I'm not satisfied 
with, but will have to wait till I get better information about them. I'd love to 
go to the Louisville convention this coming August, to check some tokens out. But 
at least when I visited there in the early 1950 's I ^vas able to straighten out a few 
tokens .

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k recent letter from Chuck Littlefield encloses a rubbing of a brass 22iom token 
inscribed with incuse letters V. fi O. / T. CO. on obverse, with blank reverse. This 
probably was issued by the same turnpike that issued Unidentified #23. ”1 have a lead 
on the V fi 0 Turnpike. Maybe I can come up with something," says Mr. Littlefield. 

A while back COIN WORLD ran a story about a nexir parking token being used in Gil- 
lette, Wyoming, with a picture of the token. The token is aluminum, 20.5mm, inscribed 
in incuse letters: GILLETTE IVYOMING (ANTELOPE HEAD) on obverse; and PARKING METER 
TOKEN (OIL DERRICK) on reverse. Hie story gave the name & address of a Gillette coin 
dealer who offered to send out the token for 50^. Jack Wilcox now writes that he sent 
for the token quite a while back and never received anything. He adds, in his letter, 
that Toms River, NJ, is now using a brass 23inm parking token inscribed VILLAGE OF TOMS 
RIVER, N.J. (INDIAN) 1767 on obverse; and COURTESY OF DOTTOTOWN TOMS RIVER TOKEN EQUAL 
TO H HOUR PARKING on reverse. 

A letter from D.L. Ramsay of P.O. Box 273 - Stevenson, WA 98648, sends a rubbing 
of an interesting aluminum 35mm token inscribed COMMERCE OF THE WORLD ENTERS THE 
PORTALS OF THE EMPIRE (SHIP) on obverse, and MID-COLUMBIA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
BONNEVILLE JULY 9, 1938 on reverse, with a picture of the Bonneville Dam. He says he 
has 19 of them and will sell for $4 apiece if anyone is interested. As they are 40 
years old some of our exonumists may be interested. 

Ed Dence recently sent me an interesting real estate item, and maybe someone can 
tell me its home: It's exactly the same size and shape as NY 999 A pictured on Page 
392 of Atwood's Catalogue. On one side it says MODERN HOMES . LINCOLN PARK "THE LAND 
OF SUNSHINE" BUILDING SITES. On the other side: OWNER'S NO. REGISTERED, with an in- 
cused 4-digit number, I am wondering what it was used for. Made of aluminum. 

AVA member Paul Cunningham ran an auction last month with some good transporta- 
tion tokens. Some interesting prices realized: HI 210 A, $59,771 ILL 150 R, which 
is actually a tool check, $27,001 Mich 530 H (in white metall) $20, Mich 1000 C, 
$25.16. NJ 730 B, $110.00. NY 935 B, $146.00. OH 165 D, $83.00. Wis 530 B, $72.00. 
Wis 825 E, $150.00. Wis 910 A, $112,00. An unlisted aluminum token inscribed DAVIESS 
GRAVEL ROAD CO. / GOOD FOR 12'? in TOLL brought $110.00.

Untfl recently I owned the only known example of this mystery token which Is an 
enigrra to collectors. If It's a muling, there Is no known storecard for an A. Myers 
to match it. Recently I was contacted by an 80-year-old woman who grew up in Deer- 
field. She said she knew nothing specific about the token and suggested It might’ve 
been used as a stage fare or a ferry token across the Judith River, 

I further learned that this woman had run the post office in Deerfield, the same 
post office in which A. Myers served as postmaster when It was established In 1887. 

But she had never heard of him. She also cooked for the stagecoach drivers on the 
run between Fort Benton and Lewistown. The run made a stop In Denton as,w.®II 9S Deer- 
field, and the woman’s husband was responsible for a change of horses for the stage. 

In the early 20th Century Deerfield consisted of the post office, a public one- 
room school house, three residences, and for about two years, Myers’ General Store. 

When the railroad came into Montana the stagecoach business went out of business, as 
did the town of Deerfield, 

This information does not answer any definitive questions about the token, but 
maybe It will stir some collector to respond. Specifically, are there any A., Myers 
storecards known? Is there further information available?

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- THE ITCHElf BRIDGE TOKENS OF SOUTHAMPTON, ENGLAND =

Recently I received the March distribution of John Nicolosi's New Issues Service. 
Among the overseas tokens included were the two new plastic issues of the Itchen 
Bridge of Southampton, England '705 BK and RL, The tokens are particularly interest- 
ing as they have a large square centre hole, an unusual feature for plastic tokens. 

Below is a letter I received last year frcm the Southampton City Treasurer, 
which I think will be of interest to readers. 

In addition to the booklet mentioned at the end of the letter below, a new book- 
let is available on the ferry boats which preceded the Itchen Bridge: Faveuelt to 
Tl'ie Floating Bridges By John Horne, a member of the Transport Ticket Society, which 
contains numerous photos, drawing, history, maps, and diagrams of the "floating Brid- 
ges" that operated from 1833 to 1977. The penny and halfpenny Itchen Bridge tokens 
are discussed and illustrated. Mention is also made of tokens in brass, while Ken 
Smith lists only zinc pieces. The book is a joint publication of Southampton City 
Transport and the Southampton University Industrial Archaeology Group. 

For additional information on "floating bridges" see the articles by Les Haw- 
thorne and Ken Smith on Pages 6l and 90 of Tl%e Fare Box for 197^. 

The letter from Southampton's City Treasurer follows: 

"Dear Sir, Thank you for your letter of l6th October 1977. I enclosed a sample 
green token for reference purposes and a list of tolls in operation on the new Itchen 
Bridge. You will see from the list that the tolls for heavy commercial vehicles are 
very high being £1 and £10 at all times. This is due to the fact that the level of 
toll imposed was determined having regard to: 

(a) the financial position and future prospects of the bridge. 

(b) the need to control the composition and flow of traffic over 
the bridge so as to avoid causing traffic congestion in areas 
adjacent to the Bridge and so as to preserve the character and 
amenities of these areas. 

(c) the question of whether to allow any class of traffic to use 
the bridge without pa3niient of tolls or on payment of tolls at 
a reduced rate: 

i) where the grant of any such concession would assist the 
disabled or aged. 

ii) where, in the opinion of the Council, the grant of any 
such concession for a limited period would be desirable 
in the interests of assisting the establishment of 
industry or commerce in the City, and 

iii) where the traffic is of a local character. 

"The criteria laid down in (b) above is a feature of toll levy which is unique 
in the U.K. , i.e. that tolls are levied to help protect the surrounding environment. 

"The red tokens are a City residents concession for use during the off-peak per- 
iods when the normal toll for a car is lOP. The tokens cost £2 for 2U, therefore 
the resident only pays approx. 8.3P. 

"Commercial vehicles in designated areas adjacent to the bridge are entitled to 
special concessions, these to take the form of special tickets for vehicles within 
classes 4,5, and 6. 

"With regard to your inquiries about the tokens: CV stands for 'Council Vehicle’ 
on the green token. PV stands for 'Private Vehicle’ on the red token. The letter A 
on the red token stands for the series of concession specified in the Itchen Bridge 
Tolls Order, the other series are in fact tickets for the commercial vehicles as out- 
lined above. 

"If you are very interested in the bridge, there is a book published by the 
Council about the history of the bridge, its construction and operation, available 
from this office - cost 50P plus postage. Yours faithfully, F. Spencer Grey, City 
Treasurer , " 
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= PROBLEMS WITH PLATED TOKENS = 

By Ralph Freiberg 

In 1938 the company in San Francisco put out a token and my collection began, 
with one token. The following year they brass-plated the token, and then I had two. 

Within a couple years the plating on the tokens began to wear off with use, and when 

the AVA began in 1948, and some people asked me for a brass-plated token, 1 couldn’t 
find any except in rare cases where they had been put away without getting into cir- 
culation. So those tokens that had been plated I look at with a cautious eye. 

Recently we listed some plated tokens for Fort Worth, TX, and as the tokens had 
been plated for a couple years before we learned about them, it was a gamble to send 
for a quantity of them, because of course the plating could have worn off. Some of 
the tokens we received did, indeed, have that problem but we were able to return 
some to the company, but also some we couldn't. All we could do was discard these 
worn ones, but at 40^ apiece, we were in a kind of spot. So some In NIS might not 
like the plated ones they got, i mention this because If we learn of a similar sit- 
uation in the future, where a plated token has been circulating for 3 years or more, 
we’ll see if someone can get in the company office and secure fresh ones for us. If 
not we won’t handle them. We might otherwise have to buy, say, 600 tokens and throw 
400 bad ones out and lose something like $240.00. 

An interesting situation developed at the end of World War II before white metal 
came available again. In 1945 and 1946 there appeared some brass tokens which were 
WM-plated to make them look like prewar white metal tokens. Now take Fla 960 C. 

They ordered 10,000 WM-plated brass tokens but after a time in use most of the plat- 
ing wore off. There was only one order, but some collectors claim to have a brass 
token that was never plated, i doubt it. I’d like to delete Fla 960 E. I don't 
think it ever existed. Another is la 600 D, In Atwood we have "plain & WM-plated) 
but I think the unplated, or "plain," token should be dropped. 

Then we have some wartime issues. Some companies had used bronze tokens before 
the war, so when reordering during the war they could only get steel which was bronze 
plated. We prefer "copper-plated," but the token manufacturer says "bronze-plated." 
First, Ark 480 L. Somehow it got listed as "plain & bronze-plated." But there is no 
record of an unplated steel ever being made, and ! think the plain should be dropped. 
Then we have Ca! 125 B. Somehow it got listed as a brass-plated steel, but I figure 
it should be bronze-plated. At least that’s what the token manufacturer called it. 
Again, no unplated steels were made and the so-called plain one should be dropped. 

I'm surprised no one ever claimed to have a "plain" Cal 630 FI Then we have the very 
rare ILL 455 G which was made to look I ike the bronze 455 F, so should be cal led a 
bronze-plating rather than copper-plating. Again, needing tokens, they ordered in 
1945, a couple months before this wartime plant closed. Only a few were used as the 
plant closed shortly after they got the tokens and we didn’t notice the difference 
till after they had destroyed the steel tokens! They made 5,000 of these bronze- 
plated steel tokens in iferch, 1945, and the token may still be census. Then we have 
NY 630 X and Y. Needing more tokens they wanted bronze ones but couldn't get them, 
so got bronze-plated steel (630 Y). But I don’t think the so-called unplated steel 
(630 X) really exists. I believe it should be deleted. 

Then there is the singular mystery of NY 629 E. We have records that Meyer & 
Wenthe struck ten orders of 5,000 each, from 1929 to 1940, of 629 D, but none of the 
orders mentions that the tokens were oxidized. I am curious about the so-cal led GM- 
plated NY 629 E. I don't know that it even exists. If it does it must be census. 

All of these tokens were issued and listed before the American Vecturist Assn, 
got started, and before I had anything to do with catalogue listings. The question 
now is. Should we leave things as they are, or make the obvious corrections and dele- 
tions? That is, leave them as they are, and have people look for something that is 
not in existence, or make the corrections?

ALFRED J. FERRARO 


Alfred J, Ferraro f AVA if 157 ^ of Fh-illipsburg^ New Jersey, died last August 25, and I 
just received this unhappy news last week. One of our most veteran and senior mem-’ 
bers, Hr, Ferraro was a member for 25 years. He was 80 at the time of his death, but 
stilt active in the bus business. He was President of frans^^Bridge Lines, Inc,, and 
Delaware River Coaches, Inc., and was one of the oldest active bus line operators in 
the United States, He started out at age 14, when he converted a truck into a bus 
by placing planks on each side of the body, and had an entrance at the rear. Later 
he was the first to use an all-steel bus body in the country. At one time or another 
during his long career, Hr. Ferraro operated bus lines in Yonkers and Nanuet, N.Y.s 
Jersey City; Bristol, Pa., Lake Huntington, N,Y.; Elizabeth, N,J.; Cedar Rapids, la,, 
and Washington, D,C, In the 1930*8 he issued our token Pa 125 A, which is still cen- 
sus, and which certainly is the most valued Personal Token that we have listed. It 
'Was, when issued, intended strictly as a fare token, of course, long before there was 
an A.V.A, He had only saved one of them for himself, and when I visited him in Phil- 
lipsburg in 1964 he cormented on how sorry he was that he had discarded them all be- 
fore he started collecting. He was friendly, outgoing, and a bom mixer. He was an 
Elk, a member of the Moose, the Phillipsburg Chamber of Commerce, the New Jersey Motor 
Bus Assn., the New Jersey Trucking Assn,, National Assn, of Motor Bus Operators, and 
the Society of Automotive Engineers. He leaves 14 grandchildren and 12 great grand- 
children. Mr. Ferraro touched many lives, and his influence has been a memorial that 
will survive for a long time to come. 
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Last month we mentioned the difficulty Jack Wilcox had in obtaining the Gillette, 
vn, parking token which was advertised in COIN WORLD. Comes now a letter from Bob 
Ritterband. He also says he got stuck for 50*1= plus postage on the same token, which 
never arrived. On the other hand. Gene Goodrich of Dakota, XL, inrites that he sent 
for the same token and received it after three weeks. The problem of ordering tilings 
which are advertised, but ivhich never seem to arrive, afflicted me recently. On Nov- 
ember 25, I sent ray check to the TAMS JOURNAL Editor to order Dr. Kappen's book on 
CALIFORNIA TOKENS. After waiting a couple of months I sent a follow-up letter, which 
elicited no response. A letter to the President of TAMS brought a gracious reply, but 
still no book. Meanwhile ray check was finally cashed in March, and another letter to 
the President of TAMS finally brought some action, and 1 received the book early in 
May. I don’t know if any other TAMS metthers have had similar problems ordering books, 
but if they have I hope they will let someone in authority tliere know c±iout it. 

I frequently get complaints from members who believe it is unfair for members 
who offer swaps in our ads to request postage as well. With postage as high as it is, 
and due to go to 15^ very soon, this is something to be considered. Of course you may 
ask for anything you wish in a swap, but on an even swap, it does seem fair that each 
party should pay his own postage. And certainly if trading personal tokens each side 
should pay his own postage. But this is a matter for individual discretion and con- 
science. But if you simply write another member requesting information, then you 
probably ought to send along postage for his reply, as otherwise he might not reply. 

Joel Reznick recently called the General Manager of the Grand Rapids Transporta- 
tion Co,, a Mr, Edmund son, who referred Joel to a former general manager. This form- 
er manager, Mr. Ira W. Jackson, who is now 69, says he remembers using those Mich 370 
A tokens with the large holes in them, as a boy in 1920 and 1921. On Page 89 of the 
1977 Atwood Supplement we have a comment that six examples of Mich 370 A have shown 
up with a lO^mm hole drilled in them. The token without the hole is unique. Appar- 
ently the holed tokens were used as school tokens, and would qualify for a listing. 

Richard Schubert sends a clipping from the Denver Post of April 28. Seems the 
Denver Regional Transportation District is ordering two million new tokens, which will 
cost them $180,000 to have struck, in two types: one for 25^ and one for 50^ rides. 

Paul Cunningham received some further information about Mont 998 A, which he 
wrote about on Page 44 last month. Gerald Johnson supplied the following; T!ie token 
first came to light at the Numismatists of Wisconsin Convention in 1966, held at La 
Crosse, Gerald, and Jin Medd of Green Bay, had driven over, Jim found tlie token at 
the table of dealer Clayton High who had obtained it in a mixed lot of coins and tok- 
ens, Gerald later acquired the token in a trade, and later the token was swapped to 
Norman Sherman of Santa Barbara who, according to rumor, swapped five census tokens 
for it. Norm is the only person in history to own every U.S, horsecar token. He later 
sold his collection to Paul Cunningham, who has sold the tokens individually. 

George Hosek reports a token made of aluminum, 30mm, with a center hole, in- 
scribed BARNEY STREET STABLES OJ^AHA. on both sides. This token is almost identical 
to one I obtained from Illinois some years ago. Correspondence indicated that it was 
used to mark the bridle, or the saddle, on horses. So I would assume that George’s 
token had a similar use, and that it had nothing to do with payment of fare. 

We are still working on getting supplies of several interesting new issues. But 
tokens issued by these publicly-o^'med authorities are getting increasingly difficult to 
obtain, especially if their use is limited to certain groups such as senior citizens or 
employees. But experience shows that eventually most of them do come our way. 

Len Paul T-nrites; "There are two Cal 275 E’s for Eureka, one in the Atwood Cata- 
logue, and one in the 1977 Supplement. Shouldn't the second one be designated F?" 
Answers Yes. Change it to F, That is only one of several errors in the Supplement, 
and 1 hope to run a list of them very soon. 
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= SENIOR CITIZEN TOKENS = 

By J.M. Coffee 

The passing years are witnessing a gradual, almost unnoticed, but nevertheless 
definite change in the function of transportation tokens. Their original purpose was 
to supply the return portion of a round trip, or to make it possible for the customer 
to purchase a quantity of rides at one time at a discount. This has been their chief 
function. But more and more in the modern age their primary function is to supply 
discount transportation to specific groups in the population. 

Of course children and students have had this privilege from the beginning of 
city transit, through the use of half fare tokens or school tokens. Employees of the 
transit company also, sometimes, were given tokens. But with unionization the use of 
a pass has generally displaced employee tokens. 

But the last decade has seen tokens issued specifically for the use of elderly 
persons— the word ’’elderly” generally being used to refer to those 65 and over— and 
persons on welfare. In the days of the nickel fare the idea of giving a discount to 
older riders was unthinkable. The Idea of giving a discount to low income people was 
unthinkable. If they couldn’t raise a nickel, they couldn’t ride. But today’s high 
fares, often running about half a dollar, make it difficult for some people to ride 
the bus or trolley. Furthermore, when all transportation systems were privately owned 
and operated, it was considered an imposition, indeed a confiscation, to require them 
to supply discount transportation except to children and school students. But today 
virtually all transportation systems are publicly subsidized. This means that 

a requirement of discount transportation will be paid for by the taxpayers. 

Accordingly the discount ride for persons over 65 is vyel I nigh universal today. 

In some places, such as Boston, the senior simply buys a pass — really an identifica- 
tion card— for 50<t and shows this when he deposits his dime (instead of quarter) in 
the fare box. In other cities the senior rides free by showing his pass. In some 
cities the senior may ride free during off-peak hours simply by showing his medicare 
card. 

But still other facilities sell tokens, at a reduced rate, to the elderly. And 
because of the cut-rate transportation the token makes available, it's often difficult 
for collectors to get these tokens. For instance, Huntington, NY, recently issued an 
interesting token for seniors, sold in packets of 20 for $2 upon showing an ID card 
with proof of residence. AVA member George Cuhaj made a special trip with his grand- 
mother to obtain enough for the New Issues Service, only to find that the ID require- 
ment stood in his way. So I doubt if we’ll get this one for N.I.S. The transit auth- 
ority absolutely refuses to sell any to us. 

Sometimes, by promising never to use them, and paying the full regular fare, we 
have succeeded in obtaining a quantity for collectors. But the "post Watergate men- 
tality” makes many public officials wary of any sales outside the proper group. 

One of the problems with senior citizen tokens is that the seniors tend to hoard 
them, buying as many as they can and waiting until they need them. Since only small 
numbers are struck, this puts a stress on the number available, as the presupposition 
is that the tokens will circulate regularly. This was the case with the Tucson, AZ, 
senior token (AZ 840 G) and the Lowell, Wi, senior taxi token (MA 430 A). In the lat- 
ter case the whole quantity were sold to a Junk dealer, whom we finally traced down in 
order to purchase a quantity for collectors. 

Most senior tokens do not carry any indication on them of their function, and it 
is quite possible that in the future they will be used for a different purpose. 1 
know of only two that specifically indicate their use: IL 70 M ("One Elderly Fare") 
and TX 810 I ("Senior Citizen"). CA 71 5 Z,AA nave "Good For One Youth Senior Fare" as 
they serve a dual function, obviously. 

Here Is a list of ail senior citizen tokens I know of, although I may have missed 
a couple: AZ 840 G; CA 715 Z AA AB (L R S W Y now also used for the same purpose); 

GA 580 J thru Y (also used for tow income people); IL 70 M; KS 450 I J K, 970 L; MD 
60 AT AU AX; MA 135 D, 430 A; Ml 40 A, 560 P Q R; NY 980 D; OH 440 1 J; OR 240 0 H; 

Rl 700 K L; TX 810 I; LIT 750 P Q R; VT 180 D, Pius the unlisted Huntington, NY, one, 
which will be listed after we’ve given up on getting a quantity for N.I.S. 

Next time I'll discuss medicaid and welfare tokens, which are even a tougher nut 
to crack, insofar as collectors getting any is concerned.

The Delaware Valley Vecturlst Assn, held Its 2nd Annual Token & Medal Show on 
May 13 and 14 at the Philadelphia Sheraton Hotel. Reports have already come In that 
the show was highly successful. A number of AVA members had bourse tables there, in 
eluding Paul Cunningham, Rich Hartzog, David Schenkman, A I Zaika, Gay Lipscomb, and 
several others. There were a lot of rare transportation tokens available, but the 
prices were astronomical, A NY 935 D was available at one dealer’s table for S300. 

The Gallipolis, Ohio, depotel for $200, A NY 445 A for $140. An unlisted gravel road 
token was for sale, but I didn't get the price. An unlisted Devitis Buss Line in 
brass for a mere $250. A Kans 620 F was sold by a dealer for $135, Dan DiMichael 
picked up Ohio 240 C for $90, which was a steal compared with those other prices. 

Some 200 people passed through the bourse room throughout the meeting. Merrt>er 
Bill Lonney boasted of having an old unlisted North Carolina token, which he is still 
checking out. 

But the auction on Saturday night, conducted by AVA member Joe Levine, was the 
high point, the piiae de vesistemae^ so to speak. And prices were astrounding. Here 
are the Prices Real ized of the transportation tokens, hot off the press: CA 630 A, 
$80; CA 775 C, $10; 775 D $23; FL 300 A $19; Md 60 A, $320 (that's not a typo; Dave 
Schenkman bought It); Md 60 Ba (thick), $70; Md 60 Bb (thin) $55; Md 60 C, $32; Md 60 
D, $88; Md 60 E, $256; Md 60 F, $270; Md 60 6 (different from the one pictured in At- 
wood), $360 (!); Md 60 H, $91; Md 60 I (7 diff. die vars. ) $38; Md 60 0, $41; Md 60 P, 
$150 (!); Md 60 S, $85 (Dan Dlmlchael bought it); Md 60 W, $35; Md 600 A, $110 (!); 

600 B, $80; 600 C, $175 (!); NY 630 M, $80; 630 0, $155; 630 P, $75; Tex 50 A, $21; 
and the Fuld complete collection of Maryland parking tokens, 114 tokens, $170. 

The Maryland tokens were the collection of George Fuld, and a number of well- 
heeled i^aryland collectors descended on the auction, each determined to buy the whole 
Baltimore collection. But, as the saying goes, many are called but few are chosen, 

I was told that some would have gone well over these prices, if necessary! Granted, 
the oval omnibus tokens of Baltimore are among the most desirable tokens we have.

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= THE RELISTING OF TULSA, OKLAHOMA = 
By Ralph Freiberg

Last nonth we completely relisted the tokens of Tulsa. I had been trying for a 
number of years to figure out exactly how to do this, and finally came up v/ith tlie 
arrangement in the April Fare Box. To make more sense out of the Tulsa tokens I added 

a couple of numbers from 860 E on. The main thing in listing tokens is to make it so 

that others will understand. I wanted to do this in the 1970 Catalogue but I was 
still puzzled about some of the listings. 

Since then we have obtained some figures on tokens made by Meyer & Wenthe, and 
with this information it was helpful in arriving at some of the listings. 

I do not have figures on some of the earliest tokens of Tulsa made by Meyer & 

Nenthe, and in general some of the information in the M&w records prior to 1925 is 

not accurate. Prior to 1925 tlieir billing procedure was different, v^ith the result 
that sorie of the information on the billing statements of that period is vague. But 
since 1925 the information is much clearer. Also some of the earlier tokens were 
made by Scoville Manufacturing Company, and I never did have information on eunounts 
struck by them. 

On some of the early tokens I have records of quantities raade since 1927, but 
I am not sure if any were also struck before then. So for the present I am not list- 
ing numbers struck. 

The listings of the former Okla 860 E and P were always puzzling to me, and lam 
hoping that by adding a number to this group it will be clearer. So instead of 
checking against 860 E and F in the Catalogue, break these down to 860 E, F , and G, 
as listed in the April Pare Box. While doing this I decided I might as well get the 
whole city listed in correct chronological order. 

Another difference in the new list is the creation of two separate listings out 
of the former 860 L. I doubt if there are many who xrould know what was meant by 
"large bus" and "small bus." This listing has been split into tv;o listings now. The 
former token with (large bus) is now 860 L, but I have added a new number for 860 P, 
which is the one v^ith (small bus) or just plain Type 2. 

Strange as it may seem, Tulsa is one city where every different type of bus has 
been pictured on its tokens. They had the Type #1 bus and it may have been the last 
token raade with this type bus on it. It was made in 1936. Later we learned that of 
the type #2 bus styles, the first one used was Type 2b, then type 2a, and finally the 
regular type 2 itself. In previous catalogues v/e had photos of the type 2b and 2a 
bus with listings. So in Tulsa we have a type 1 bus made in 1936? tlien a type 2b bus 
struck early in 1936? a type 2a bus struck in 1937. Then from 1938 on, we have the 
regular type 2 bus on various tokens. In 1953 they then started to use the type #3 
bus on tokens, and it appeared in Tulsa in 1954. 

1 hope that by listing these in chronological order it will make the whole city 
clearer, so that collectors won't have to v/rite me asking what is what. But if in 
checking these listings they still don't make sense to you please write me because 
the whole idea is to make them simple and understandable. 

I questioned a couple of these listings a couple months ago, and am grateful to 
those who answered me, as it gave me a guidline on listing a couple of the tokens. 

Many tokens v?ere listed prior to 1948 when the A.V.A. was founded and before 
The Fare Box, so there was no monthly bulletin for collectors to check on what they 
had. There was an early catalogue, the Kenworthy-Dunn Check List, which appeared in 
1931 or 1932, and v/hich probably 95^ of present collectors have never seen, and would 
never have heard of it except for the mention in the Foreword to Atwood. Mr. Dunn 
turned over the listing of tokens to Roland Atwood, who later turned it over to me. 
Now and then errors have crept into our listings, and in later editions it will be 
up to us to correct these. 

I could go on and on, and mention tokens that were listed from wrong places 
and then corrected, and after the correction was made some of them would turn up.

At the same 
time properties in Fond du Lao and Oshkosh were also acquired. As tokens 
were made for Fond du Lac in 1924 it is also believed that the 790 Q were 
struck at that time. Local streetcar lines in Slxehoygan were abandoned 
Noverher 11, 1935, but some interurban lines remained until 1939. On Nov- 
errber 15, 1935, the fare went to 5^ and so remained until 1948. WP&L sold 
their bus lines in ^.eboygan and Fond du Lac in 1944.

Wien lines in Sheboygan and Fond du Lac vere purchased in 1944 by a group 
who also operated other bus lines in Wisconsin, names were changed to Sie- 
boygan City Lines and Fond du Lac City Lines. In 1960 Sieboygan and Fond 
du Lac bus lines were sold to the same person who then operated them under 
the names of Sheboygan Bus Lines and Fond du Lao Bus Lines, About 1963, 
needing some school tokens for Fond du Lao, they used some 790 J for this 
function.

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

First the big Anchorage token. Earlier we sent out a token with 1973 on it, 
but somehow this 1972 token eluded us. Apparently every year or so there were chan- 
ges of ownership, which we did . not know about. So the firm that issued the 1972 
token listed this month has gone out of business and apparently tal:en the tokens with 
them. Me have no idea where to look for them, so it is not likely that New Issues 
Service will be able to handle this one. The token is one of those in between metals. 
We call it brass, but it could be called goldene or gilt brass or even bronze. 

We did connect on the Fairbanks token, and N.I.S. will send it out. This company 
we knew about two years ago, and at that time they said they would send us a quantity 
of their token. But we never got them until J. Douglas Ferguson got up to Fairbanks 
and bought a supply for us. This system began operating August 2, 1976. More and 
more with these city-o^vned transit systems the only way we'll get a supply is for 
someone to get there in person and pick up our tokens for us, VVe are fortunate in 
having an active member in Alaska. 

The New Hampshire Turnpike tokens were first listed 20 years ago. They started 
out ivith two tokens, one with A cut out and one with B cut out. There were two dif- 
ferent rates and tokens sometimes were used in combination. Over the years a couple 
collectors reported a solid 23inm token to us, but we figured it was an unpunched solid. 
John Wicolosi wote them some time back asking about a solid token, and they just sent 
him tokens with the "B" punched out. But recently Major Herman Elston bought some 
and got a roll of 20 solid tokens. Another letter brought back information that they 
have now discontinued the "A" token and instead of ordering more "B" tokens they iirere 
ordering solid tokens, and from now on would only order solid ones. Here is a case 
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of a turnpike authority cooperating fully with us. Hicolosi will send this one out. 

John Coffee recentlv picked up the Bonhain, Texas, token. This company is listed 
in my 1913 Poors Directory, so the token probably was used sometime in the first dec- 
ade of the 20th Century. 

Then I have relisted Sheboygan, Wis., with additional data, and I believe all of 
the listings are self-explanatory. This v^ill be the last city to be relisted for the 
present, unless someone has any suggestions for another city that is badly in need of 
revision. 

Gay Lipscomb reports a token similar to OH 1000 A to D, but v/ith $25,00 on it, 
and he also mentioned he thought there might be a couple witii $5.00 and $10.00, Then 
while I was in hospital someone else reported similar tokens with $5,00 and $25.00 on 
them, but I don't know if they have the manufacturer's name on them or not. Some do 
not like it if I skip a number, so would rather v^ait till I see if one shows up with 
$10,00 before I list any of these, and then I could list all three, the $5, $10, and 
$25, in the right order. Tiill discuss this witli tlie Catalogue Committee in July. 

In flay, 1974, I mentioned a token which could possibly be for the Beaver Turnpike. 
Thoraas Brown, who has one of the tokens, did some research and learned that there was 
a Beaver Turnpike, which was part of a route going from Pittsburgh to Beaver, Pa,, 
which is now Route 60, then along the Ohio River to South Liverpool, which is now 
Route 68. The road called Beaver Turnpike was discontinued 30 years ago. If I do 
list the token 1 would list it under "Beaver Turnpike 71," and the token would be Pa 
71 A, if no one objects. But this is another matter for the Committee this summer, 

I've had several replies about an anodized aluminum token for Los Angeles, but I 
was also told about a wooden nickel that might also have been used. We laay be able to 
get a supply for Wew Issues Service after the expiration date on the tokens, which is 
June 30, 1978. I want to see the token before I list it, and so far I have not seen 
it, 

I’ve been doing some checking and double cliecking of the Meyer S Wenthe records. 
Most of the zinc tokens v/ere ordered during tlie latter part of 1942, and then in the 
middle of 1943, they started making steel tokens instead. They imist have had some 
trouble making dies because some of the steel tokens were made solid instead of with 
cut-outs. Such as Clinton, lA 230 J, which should have been listed before 230 H, in- 
cidentally. The following year, when reordering, they wanted the steel ones like 
the former vrhite metal, with slots. I have no intention of relisting tliese in chrono- 
logical order, but I'll list dates after each one so collectors will know the actual 
order in which they were issued. Thus la 230 G {* 1942) , 230 H (* 1944) , 230 J 
(* 1943). The same thing happened on Okla 125 F (* 9/43) and 125 E (* 4/44), Then 
on Ohio 125 I we should have'V 1942), 125 L (* 1943), 125 J (* 12/44). 

Also about the same time they made some steel tokens for Muscatine, la 640 V with 
slots. But they made the slots so narrow they had to send the tokens out and have 
them pierced with 2 holes, one in each slot, and this token is la 640 X. But instead 
of "3ar-pc" we should have it "Bar-pc-2 holes" which will be noted in the next edi- 
tion of Atwood. In other words, 640 V should be marked (narrow & wide slots vars.) 

The narrow slots were first, and in turn they put the 2 holes, one in each slot. It 
seems that later in 1944 they went back to the former vi?ay of punching out slots and 
holes. I am just mentioning this in case anyone wondered why there were certain solid 
tokens. These were made by Meyer & Wenthe, but their competitor also seems to have 
had trouble. They made some for Hew Britain, Conn. Conn 290 L was tried with a shel- 
lac coating over the steel, and then witli a zinc coating. We also noted a zinc coat- 
ing on Tex 810 E, but to be consistent we should also have marked Ore 700 H as zinc 
coated. Calif 450 G is another zinc coated token. T^hat I do vrant to emphasize is 
tliat zinc coating was not for any fare increases, but it was just the way M&W's com- 
petitor made their tokens. I presume that this competitor was Scoville Hfg. Co., but 
I have no actual proof. Some day perhaps someone v/ill be able to go through the cat- 
alogue and figure out which tokens were made by which manufacturers.

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TMO EARLY RAILRQAO TOKENS DISCOVERED

One of our more interesting and intriguing tokens is a round fibre item, listed 
as Pa 785 A, The token is unique. There is only one of them known to exist, to the 
best of my knowledge, and it is owned by Harold Ford. It is pictured on Page 162 of 
the 1977 SUPPLEMENT to Atwood's Catalogue, at the bottom of the page. I recall some 
years back that Dan OiMichael always insisted our description of the token was not 
correct, that Pottsville and Douglassville were too far apart. But the photo answers 
that. Obviously this is not a streetcar token. It is an early type of railroad tic- 
ket which was taken up and resold, in the typical token fashion. 

Comes now, to my astonishment, a letter from veteran AVA member Mort Dawson, 
with pictures of two different tokens of the same type. In his letter Mort writes: 
"They are heavy tag board, about the thickness of the old milk bottle caps. They 
are white with black letters. The size Is from the last outside line. The white 
spots that appear on “(hie Seat Car No. 1" of the Manayunk token is fancy printing, 
not faint copy." 

Mort obtained the tokens attached to an old scrai^ook sheet with the typewrit- 
ten note between them: "The earliest type of railroad tickets. These were sold, 
taken up and resold until it became apparent that somebody besides the company was 
making money," This was always my own assumption about Pa 785 A. Now we have two 
more varieties of this fascinating type of early ticket, or token. No doubt more 
varieties will show up as time goes by, and now that someone with an ancient rail- 
road guide can trace which line issued them. 

The two tokens are pictured below. The reverses of both are blank.

This nronth, rather than saying that I have Notes, I an going to say that it is 
the month for listing expectations. For instance, we are listing the Huntington, WY, 
token with the expectation tliat New Issues Service will get a supply. We had almost 
given up on getting these, but xi/e have just had word that, upon receint of our check, 
they ^'/ill send us a supply 1 I don't have the date when this token went into use, but 
I assume it was put into use the early part of this year. One of the conditions for 
obtaining grants from the U.S. Government is that the bus system have a reduced rate 
for seniors and the handicapped. So this is why they have this token in Huntington, 
which is used mainly on buses of Huntington Area Rapid Transit (HART) . The tokens 
are sold at various banks in packs of 20 for $2 to senior citizens who can shovj iden- 
tification, tjhoever ordered them had the sense to have them slightly larger than 
New York subway tokens. The Huntington tokens are 23.54mm, just over 23mm, so we 
list them at 24mm. Regular fare in Huntington is 25<?, hence our 25<? listing. 

In La Porte, IN, they tried an experiment of ordering 1,000 green tokens in Dec- 
ember, 1976. The response was not too good so they ordered another supply of yellox’^ 

tokens, xvhich are larger. Mr. Garrison, after much phoning, was finally able to get 

a small supply of the green ones. So there v/ill only be enough to supply the first 
100 members of New Issues Service, i.e. the Regular Members. We do not expect to get 
any more of these. The green token is 23min, xvhile the yellov? one is larger. 

We are also listing the tv7o Rochester tokens which were mentioned on Page 18 of 
the February 1978 issue. Several years back when we listed NY 780 I, the RTS on that 
token was for Rochester Transit System. Late in 1970 the name vi7as changed to Region- 
al Transit Service, again with the same initials RTS, In May 1971 they put a regular 
adult token into use with RTS on it. In 1975 the Rochester system was taken over by 
Rochester-Genessee Regional Transportation Authority, so nov? RTS is a subsidiary of 
that Authority. We do not have definite information on just when 780 K and L went 
into use. There is also a question about which side of the tokens is the obverse and 
which is the reverse. 

On the Manufacturers' Samples, xire did have Group 8 Ka listed, but I am relisting 
it to show there is also an 8 Kb.

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Last month we mentioned one of our expectations was a couple of giveaway tokens 
of Los Angeles. We do expect to get a supply after July 1, so these will be listed 
later on/ and in the meanwhile please don't pester the L.A. system or we might lose 
out entirely. 

Another of our expectations was another school pass from Illinois. We assume 
we'll get it after July 1, and if we do we'll list it later tliis summer. We also 
know of a couple other tokens that our members are working on and trying to get in 
quantity for us, and if so they will be listed in August or September, but N.I.S. 
could send them out in July, 

Of course there will also be the AVA Convention token which will be sent out by 
N.I.S. in August and which will be listed in September. This is one we definitely 
will have, of course. 

In last month's Fare Box I mentioned those Ohio 1000 F and G tokens which were 
listed in the July 1977 Fare Box, and I mentioned that maybe I should have skipped a 
number in case one with $10.00 on it should show up. Anyway, now that a number has 
not been skipped for it, one does show up in an auction by Hank Spangenberger as Lot 
#32. He calls tlie token 1^ inches, which should be 39mra. The $5 token was listed as 
38mm, and I wonder if that's correct, as there should be more than 1mm size difference. 

In that same auction by Spangenberger there is a V & 0 Turnpike token, Unidenti- 
fied #22, a lead 25mn token. The auction questions if the Atwood listing is correct, 
John Coffee owns the original token but it's in the bank so he has no way, at the 
moment, to double check it. I've been trying to figure out where a Virginia & Ohio 
Turnpike actually ran. It might have been before West Virginia became a state and 
was part of Virginia. Possibly the tokens could be listed from Ohio, Virginia, or 
West Virginia. It would have had to pass thru West Virginia to get from Ohio to Vir- 
ginia . 

I also have a photo of a token similar to Kans 620 C but with no mention of the 
metal or size, or who oivns it. The new token reads 

RINK LIVERY FREELAND BROS. MARION, KAS. 

Kellett Bros. Hack and Baggage Marion, ICas. 

On page 226 of Atwood there is a photo of Kans 620 C and it clearly shows that on 
the token pictured the word for ICansas is spelled KANS. , and the token is different 
in otlier ways. When we do have a photo of a token in Atwood, it seems strange that 
someone would v/rite and ask us if that token is listed correctlyl All you have to do 
is check the photo in the book. But on this new one I'd like to knov/ the size and 
tlie metal, and Hal Ford would like to know who owns it for the census. The new token 
will be ICans 620 I when I get the information. 

We also have a report of a token from tiae Virgin Islands reported by Philip Man- 
del. I want to hold up this listing because we have no inforiration about it. I know 
of someone who will shortly be returning from tlie Virgin Islands, and who may go back 
there again in September, Possibly he may get a supply of the tokens for us. If 
anyone else knows somebody in Fredericks ted, St. Crox, V.I., please let me know.

Mr. Schwartz, who is 
alive and well and living in Miami, is our Founding Father,

We mark the death this month of ttoo old friends, George BesSf AVA §600 of Mishawaka, 
Indiana, joined in 1964 when he was 52, and listed his occupation as an Assembler, 

One of our quieter constituents, he did not correspond with me often, so I was not 
well acquainted with him, and that is my loss, 

Greg Prgomet, AVA §1425 of Greensburg, Pennsylvania, joined in 1973, and very 
quickly involved himself actively in the hobby. Always modest and unassuming. Tie was 
forever helpful and full of praise. He was actively involved in the Varieties Pro- 
ject, and without him that project has been set back enormously. Everything he did 
bore the mark of excellence. On a visit in May to San Francisco he visited the an- 
tique shops, and felt ill. It was diagnosed as leukemia. He returned to Pennsylvania 
and died there at 6 a.m,. May 22, He was only 39, but he threw a long shadow. Be ac- 
complished more in his few years than some men twice his age.

A commend- 
able idea, but entirely voluntary, of course. 
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Joel Reznick called last week and asked ine to place a notice in this issue with 
respect to tables at the Louisville Convention, The Annual Convention of the A.v.A. 
v/ill be held at the Galt House in Louisville, Kentucky, on August 11, 12, and 13, and 
promises to be unusual and fascinating. In the meeting room, which will be open on 
Friday morning, there will be plenty of trading tables available to members at no 
charge. Dealers who are AVA members may set up at any of the many tables in the room, 
and they won't be charged a dime, says Convention Chairman Reznick. 

Recently AVA member Bill Carr mentioned in The Fare Box that he was looking for 
2x2 coin holders for oval-shaped elongateds. Comes now a note from Clarence Ziegler: 
"I see that Bill Carr needs 2x2 's with oval cut-outs for personal elongated tokens. 
About a month ago Pontiac Press - 35 Greenwich Ave, - Warv/ick, RI 02886 - made some 
of them. They had yellow or white at $2.25 per 100 + 25<r postage per 100. As he 
doesn't make too many at a time it would be best to write to see if he still has 
some and if postage went up on them. I have no connection with him, but thought 1 
would pass the info along. I've been trying to get some for 6 months or more. It 
would be a free plug for him but would help the members," 

Beginning on the next page is a long history of the Eastern Railroad. I had 
been thinking of writing an article about it for over a year, but kept putting it off. 
Then when it came time to publish a July Fare Box, and I had practically nothing on 
hand, necessity proved the mother of inspiration and I got to work on the story. 

The Eastern RR was a fascinating little system, and its tokens, bearing reproductions 
of ancient 1830 ' s-vintage locomotives on them, are among the most desirable we have. 

Because of our erratic publishing schedule prior to my leaving for the West 
Coast, I ended up witia two pages of "Variety Fare," one for the June issue and one 
for July. Both are in this issue, and this explains why one of them has "June" on 
it, for the July issue. It isn't Bob Seger's fault, it's the fault of the press of 
time. 


The Editor will have copies of the Atwood Catalogue and the 1977 Supplement 
available from Tacoma at the regular price: $9.25 to members for the former, and 
$5.50 for the latter. I shall arrive in Tacoma on July 18. Between June 30 and 
July 18, I'll be staying with Harold and Louise Ford at Donner Lake, California, and 
at Moraga, California. We're looking forward to the annual gathering at Duane Feisel's 
home on Sunday, July 16. 

People are picking up rare tokens, although l don't always hear about it. Len 
Paul just picked up the second known example of Wis 790 L (new listing; 790 D) at a 
flea market. "Sometime in the past," he writes, "someone had drilled a small hole 
through it. Now, a question, John. Should I keep it or return it and demand my 20<? 
back? Some of the more generous collectors around here have already offered to re- 
imburse me for my reckless expenditure in return for the token." Holed tokens seem 
to be the rule this month. Lewis withington writes that he just picked up Kans 830 A 
"with a small nail hole near the rim ." From another member the Editor recently ac- 
quired NC 950 A (second kno\«if perfect condition) , which i mention here only because 
there was never a Consolidated Street Railway in Wilmington, N.C., and I have no idea 
why it was listed from there back in 1948. But there was a Consolidated St. Ry. in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., and one in Cottonwood Falls, Kcins., and we are certain the token 
is from one of these two places. Personally, I opt for Kansas. 

The new token from Lompoc, Calif., listed this month (Lompoc gained fame as the 
setting for W.C. Field's greatest motion picture, "The Bank Dick") is unusual in that 
the "L" in its center doesn't hang in a round circle. It hangs in an octagon. . .and 
there's no scroll work on the token. Quite an interesting item. We expect the N.I.S. 
to be able to obtain a supply eventually. 

Peking, China, has a 15-mile-long subway line. Fare is' only 5^, but the cars 
are not heated in winter. Only Chinese, no foreigners, are permitted to ride, and 
so far as I know they use only paper tickets, and no tokens. 
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= THE EASTERN RAILROAD =

Arnonq the most classic and desirable of transportation tokens are Mass 115 C and 
0, which were issued in the late I830's for the Eastern Railroad. We have a round 
brass token inscribed ’’Check" on reverse, and an octagonal brass one inscribed "Up. 
Check" on reverse. Edgar H. Adams’ book on store cards, published in 1920, also list- 
ed a token with "Down Check" on reverse, but to my knowledge no collector has ever 
seen ft, so we deleted it from our Catalogue. Nevertheless it seems likely that such 
a token would exist, and I believe eventually it will surface. Exactly how these tok- 
ens were used, or on what portion of the line, is not known. In New England, "up" al- 
ways refers to the southbound direction, while "down" refers to the northbound. Thus 
one goes "down to ifeine" from Boston, although it is north of Boston. Why this is so 
t do not know, although I have heard reasons for it which I doubt. 

There is also Mass 115 £, which was listed by Roland Atwood years ago only be- 
cause its initials correspond to the known railroad tokens. But I doubt very much if 
this E.R.R. Co. refers to the Eastern Railroad, and even if it does, I doubt if the 
item was used for transportation. It looks more like a washer than anything else. 
Hence in spite of its being unique (the only one known is owned by Harold Ford), I 
I isted It at only $3.50. 

The dates In the Catalogue note under Mass 115 D are wrong. The Eastern Railroad 
was incorporated April 14, 1836, and the Act of Incorporation was signed by Massachu- 
setts Governor Edward Everett, former Unitarian clergyman, then Harvard Professor, 
then Governor of the Commonwealth, then U.S. Senator, then Ambassador to England, then 
President of Harvard, and chief invited orator at the dedication of the Gettysburg 
Battlefield site. 

Thus the E.R.R. was one of the oldest railroads in the country. The oldest was 
the Quincy (Mass.) Quarry Railroad, which carried granite on horse-drawn cars for the 
construction of Bunker Hill Monument, Then The Boston & Lowell Railroad, and the Bos- 
ton Si Providence Railroad, were opened in 1035. 

Prior to the coming of the railroads, there was excellent stage coach service 
connecting the larger New England cities. For instance, between Salem and Boston, the 
route which the Eastern RR would traverse, over 30 coaches a day operated, run by the 
Eastern Stage Company, which started in Portland, passing through Portsmouth, Newbury- 
port, and Salem, on their way to the Athens of America. This was by 1805. By 1832 
there was talk of a railroad from Boston to Salem, and in 1836 8,300 shares of stock 
were sold at $100 apiece, for the purpose of constructing said railroad. As we have 
seen above, the company was incorporated In 1836 and the Great S General Court (the 
legislature) of Massachusetts passed a bill to lend the railroad a total of $590,000 
toward construction costs. Construction began late in the Fall of 1836, on Noddle’s 
Island (also known as East Boston). The line was to run from Salem to East Boston, 
and passengers would transfer to a ferry at East Boston to take them across the harbor 
into Boston. 

The line was completed from East Boston to Salem August 27, 1838, and the Salem 
Register of August 30, 1838, waxed eloquent, as editors were wont to do in those days; 

"...There are three engines belonging to the Company from the manufactory in Low- 
ell Cthe Lowell Engine Works3 finished in the most perfect manner and named after the 
counties of Essex, Suffolk, and Merrimack. The cars, sixteen in number, are extremely 
beautiful. They are. ..mostly of a uniform appearance, very commodious, of ample 
height and dimensions, neatly finished, the seats covered with hair-cloth and differ- 
ent from those of other rai I roads., . In having doors at the ends by which a passage is 
afforded from one end of the train to the other. They have four wheels each." 

Six trains daily operated each way between Salem and Boston, and the one-way fare 
was 50<f, which was Just one-half the one-way stage coach fare of one dollar. An un- 
usual feature of three of the Eastern Railroad’s stations (those at East Boston, Sal- 
em, and later at Newburyport) was that they had bells to announce the arrival of 
trains. These bells were ancient church bells purchased in Spain where they had been 
sold for scrap, but were saved by the Eastern Railroad, One wonders what has become 
of them now! 

I have noted that the E.R.R. began with three locomotives, the "Suffolk," the 
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’’Essex" and the "Merrimack." Each weighed 22,000 pounds, had a single drive wheel 
five feet in diameter on each side, burned wood, and had no cab. Engine cabs didn’t 
come In until much later. Neither did brakes. Railroad engines had no brakes until 
very late in the 19th Century. They simply reversed the drivers and signaled the 
brakemen in the various cars to apply the brakes. This, combined with the primitive 
link & pin coupling system, helps explain why railroad travel in the 19th Century was 
extremely hazardous, as we shall see. Two of the three engines of the E.R.R, are ac- 
curately pictured on our two tokens. Mass 115 C and D. I am sure that when we find 

a "Down Check" we shall find the third locomotive pictured on it; each engine differed 

from the others In appearance. By 1340 the E.R.R. acquired four more locomotives of 
the same style, the "Rockingham," "Piscataqua," "Naumkeag," and "General Foster." 

The railroad was extremely popular, not only to ride, but just to come down and 
watch — a tradition which remains in many places, where just watching a passenger train 
is a pleasant and, indeed, inspirational diversion. But this did lead to problems. 

Thus the Salem Register* of SepWmber 3, 1838; "A word of caution to the idlers in the 
vicinity of the depot. We have been astonished at the utter recklessness displayed by 
boys and even men when the engines are passing along the tracks. They seem to be whol- 
ly unaware of the danger they are in, and we are fearful every day of being obliged to 

record some dreadful accident as the consequence of their temerity." Didn’t they have 
a delightful way of expressing themselves in the old days? 

Meanwhile the E.R.R. continued to extend its line, and on December 31, 1840, the 
tracks were completed all the way to Portsmouth, N.H., "amid much rejoicing" we are 
advised. Three trains daily operated each Vi^ay between Portsmouth and Boston, a dist- 
ance of 54 miles. Fares in 1840 were, northward from Boston: Salem 50<f; Beverly 56tf; 
Ipswich 87<f; Newburyport $1.25; Portsmouth $2. 

Meanwhile on December 10, 1339, a branch was opened to Marblehead with 5 trains 
daily from Boston. Fare was 12^^ to Salem and to Boston. A special locomotive, 

the "Marblehead," was built just for this service, by the Wm, Norris shops at Phila- 
delphia. It was smaller than the other engines, weighing 18,000 pounds, and "a most 
curious looking engine," we are told. 

The first tickets used by the E.R.R. were thick cardboard reuseable tickets, 
which the conductors would take up, and return to the ticket agents for resale. Thus 
they were used as tokens, similarly to those of the Philadelphia & Reading RR (see 
June issue). However, a curious feature of these E.R.R. tickets is that they are all 
struck with the same die used to strike Mass H5 C, That is, the tickets, which are 
about Mix3" in size, have a blank area in the center, which is embossed with the die 
of our Mass 115 C. Apparently this was for validation purposes; tickets without the 
embossing would not be valid. It is for this reason that i know the tokens date from 
the late I830’s, immediately after the road opened, because I have seen tickets dated 
1838 with the embossed die on them. I assume that the metal tokens, bearing no city 
on them, either were employee or official tokens, given free, or were an experiment 
tried briefly when the road first opened. In any case the tokens are extremely rare. 

I have seen at least a dozen of the reuseable tickets, but both metal tokens are cen- 
sus. The latest auction record for 115 D is $190.00, but in today’s market I suspect 
it would bring at least $300.00. Their antiquity and the quaint locomotives on them 
adds to their desirabi I ity. 

In 1841 the E.R.R. was placed in an embarrassing position when the great Negro 
anti-slavery leader, Frederick Douglass (see current 25<f postage stamp, Scott #1290), 
boarded the train and refused to ride in a 2nd class car, having paid first class fare. 
Here I defer to an earl ier account: "Whereupon the conductor and two brakemen attemp- 
ted to remove him by force, but the colored man being very powerful clutched hold of 
the seat, and before he could be taken to the other car an a I I -round fight ensued, two 
car seats being uprooted. So great was the excitement In Lynn on the subject that 
Superintendent Chase, to avoid trouble, ordered the Central Square Station in Lynn 
closed as tong as Douglass remained Cin the city3 and for several days the trains 
dashed through that part of Lynn without halting." But more episodes ensued, and the 
legislature passed a law prohibiting any discrimination on railroad cars. This led to 
the abandonment of 2nd class railroad cars in Massachusetts (or, as the tickets quanit- 
ly put it, "Cars No. 2). 

Meanwhile the E.R.R. completed its track on November 21, 1842, to Portland, Me. 
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By r850, the use of heavy cardboard reuseable tickets (and, we may assume, the 

brass tokens) was abolished. Thin paper tickets came into use, and these were to be 

punched by conductors when taken up. In those days each conductor’s punch was not 
distinct. There were only two different punches: one with ’’U” for ’’Up," and one 
with "D" for "Down.” Free passes also were passed around, and a large number of priv- 
ileged types could get them. In addition to free passes, certain other people could, 
in special circumstances, ride free, "Such, for instance, as the officers of other 
roads occasionally passing over this road; of shipwrecked seamen; of persons entirely 
destitute, etc., etc.," Caccording to a special rule dated January I, 1850,]] 

On April 10, 1854, the first E.R.R. train actually to come into the City of Bost- 
on arrived at Causeway Street Station (site of the present North Station). There had 

been much controversy among the Directors over whether to continue using the East Bos- 
ton terminus, transferring passengers to the ferry (which was also owned by the E.R.R.), 
or to build directly into Boston through North Chelsea (now Revere), Chelsea, South 
Malden (now Everett), across the Mystic River, thence thru Somerville and Charlestown 
to Causeway Street in Boston. But the Causeway Street Station was so small that half 
a mile away from it the locomotive would be detached from the train, and the cars 
rolled into the station on their own momentum! This operation required precision; one 
piece of bad Judgment, and the cars would go crashing through the station out onto 
Causeway Street. This practice continued for years, without any accidents. 

In the I860’s still newer styles of tickets came into use, printed by a Buffalo, 

NY, firm with colored bands to designate various stations along the road. Family tic- 
kets, printed by a Salem firm, came into use, ordered directly by the Salem Station 
Agent without reference to the General Ticket Agent in Boston. Meanwhile the number 
of free passes being handed out became prodigious. But not until 1881 did rebate tic- 
kets come Into use — tickets given to passengers paying cash fares on the trains. 

By 1861 the E.R.R, owned 29 locomotives (nrtany old and outdated), 47 passenger 
cars, and 13 baggage cars. It also owned 115 long box cars and 72 short (4-whee!ed) 
box cars, 16 cattle cars, 84 coal cars, 52 gravel cars, and 73 "long platform" cars. 

No locomotive or car was considered outdated until it had been rebuilt at least three 
times. 

During the Civil War, when the E.R.R. was due to repay the State for the money 
the Legislature had lent it for construction back in the I830*s, It decided to pay in 
greenbacks instead of gold. The State sued, but lost. This created much bad feeling 
on the part of taxpayers, who accused the management of the E.R.R. of being secretly 
in favor of the Confederacy, among other things. Meanwhile on June 21, 1862, the 
E.R.R. station on Causeway Street was completely destroyed by fire, divine retribu- 
tion thought some. But it was overinsured and the E.R.R. made money on the fire, and 
built a new more substantial station, which lasted until 1893. 

In September, 1874, the E.R.R. completed track to North Conway, N.H., with a 
branch line over to Wolfboro on Lake Winn i pesaukee. 

Train wrecks were common in those days, and one of the most dreadful wrecks in 
American history occurred on the E.R.R. on Saturday, August 26, 1871. The usual 
heavy summer traffic was increased that day by large camp meetings, and the regular 
66 trains daily on the main line were increased by dozens of extras. One train smashed 
into the rear of another at Revere; 30 people were killed and 60 more injured. Wen- 
dell Phillips, the great anti-slavery orator, denounced the railroad: "It is a del- 
iberate murder; there is no accident in this case. Only the greed of the Eastern 
Railroad Company!" This disaster inspired a number of safety improvements not only 
on the E.R.R. but on railroads throughout the country. 

The Panic of 1873 was hard on the E.R.R., and then in '1876 the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn R.R., known hereabouts as "The Narrow Gauge" (its roadbed is now a rapid 
transit I ine of the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority), opened and carried 
passengers for only a dime each from Lynn to Boston. The E.R.R., to meet the cut- 
throat competition, began a series of "Cheap Tra ins," I eaving Swampscott for Boston 
six times daily. No tickets were used on the Cheap Trains. Cash fares collected on 
the trains. From Revere to Boston the fare was only a nickel! Bells rang up the 
fares on each car, and conductors considered this — similar to usage on streetcars — 
so demeaning that at least one conductor refused to work for the line any further. 

In any case the cheap trains lost money and were abandoned after only a year. 
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At the same time, fare on the ferry across the harbor from Last tioston to Boston was 
oniy one cent (the "Penny Ferry" continued in service, with the same fare, until i952, 
when it was discontinued by the City of Boston, which ou(;rat(id it at that time). 

But the chief competitor of the E.R.R. was the f3oston & ffaine F^R, and in 1877 the 
Directors of both roads decided it would be srrwrt if they consolidated the two roads. 
Accord inqiy the E.R.R. was "leased" to the B S M RR, but not until an angry qroup of 
minority stockholders took their fiqht against if to the Legislature and the State 
Eunreme Court. They lost. On Decemt'or 2, 1884, tiie property of the E.R.R, was handed 
over to the M RR, and now was called the Eastern Division of the latter railroad. 

At that time the equipment of the E.R.R. consisted of Mb locomotives, 224 passenger, 
baqqaqe, and mail cars, and 2,097 freight cars. T.he final order issued by the E.R.f?. 
reads as fol lows: 

"Special Notice. The Eastern Railroad, its branches and leased roads, having 
been leased to the Boston & ‘laine Railroad, and the property having been delivered to 
the lessee, all officers and employees of the Eastern Railroad Company will hereafter 
be under tlia direction of the Boston Maine RaMroad."

Fare Box jJere used on 
ine Reading Railroad^ or Jdiitadelphhi. and Heading Railroad as it ixis previously knotm, 
f looked in a hook I had entitled History of the Reading by Jay V, Hare and on Page 12 
inset in a picture of the first depot built by the iliilo., <1 Reoiling RR was a fourth 
token of an apoarently much larger series. This tokefi >yis from Philadelphi-a to Port 
Clinton, 'The text doesn't mention the tokens^ but they do Indicate that "Car Ho, 2" 
is first class and "Car Ho, 2" is second class. 

"The F It E xoas finished to Pottsville in 1842 so the token could have been in 
use as early as that. The 1870 Travelers Official Railway Guide lists 35 stations 
bet'seen Philadelphia and Pottsville^ incliuHng Pottstoi’yfi, Manayunk, Douglassville, 
leading^ Phoeyiisraille, Port Clinton^ ayd mmy others. Therefore there may be many 
more mrie ties of this arourul. "

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

Only 3 weeks since the last report so this month we may be jumping the gun on 
a couple of issues, I am listing the token frcxn Lompoc, but as of this moment I do 
not know if we shall be able to obtain a su’:)ply or not. We ought to knov; by the tine 
of the August issue, which will be published from Tacoma. In any case, Roy Nulph 
sent in information that this line started about Tfarch, 1977, with one 20pass6nger 
bus. There is no regular route, but the passenger would phone in for door-to-door 
pickup. It sounds like a good idea, but without a fixed route it does not seem to 
get the patronage it should. The fare is 25C, v;ith tokens sold at a discount, and 
also at a special office tokens are sold to senior citizens at a lower rate. The 
number for Lompoc seems strange, but there is a car wash token listed as 440 so we're 
trying to be consistent with that catalogue. 

On the Fort Wayne wooden nickels, the C token was described on the bottom of 
Page 140 of the October 1977 issue. Then just recently Joel Reznick was able to get 
us a supply of the newer "D" token, and we decided to list tliem both. Joel thinks 
he can also get us a supply of "C" as vrell. The last I knew, the name of the company 
in Fort Wayne \vas Fort Wayne Public Transportation Corp., but the name on the wooden 
nickel is simply "The Bus Company." This may be a short name for the PWPTC, but I ara 
not certain; it may be a new outfit. April 19, both last year and this year, was 
designated "Nickel Day," and when one rode the bus, paying only a 5*? fare, he was 
given one of these V700den nickels which could be used on various special bargains at 
local merchants. Because it was not itself good for payment of fare we list it as a 
Miscellaneous token. 

New Issues will send wooden nickels out if we get a large enough supply so that 
we can replace broken ones that are damaged in the mails. But in the past the supply 
has been too small, then when a few get broken the recipients want replacements and 
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they can't be supplied, and there is bad feeling all around. So unless Wicolosi gets 
enough extras to take care of possible broken tokens, wooden nickels will not be sent 
out. In this case v/e got enough, of "D" anyway. 

George Diehl sent the Island Transit token to John Coffee, not knowing its ori- 
gin, but vje knew there was a company of that name in Galveston. Joel Reznick con- 
firmed it for us. The company there is officially called Galveston City Coach Lines, 
but it is also called Island Transit. The tokens went into use March 1, 1978, and we 
just received word that the company will sell us a supply, in spite of a very small 
supply on hand, something like 30,000, which is quite small for a city tlie size of 
Galveston. The token was struck by Meyer & Wenthe. 

We are also listing the plastic school token from Fond du Lac, Wisconsin. It 
sometimes takes a while to get a sufficient supply of a school token when tlie company 
sell us any, and it took us a while to get these, thanks to Glen Williams. 

On these plastic school tokens, if vre don't get them when they are new, they tend to 
have teeth marks on them. The kids apparently like to chew on them. This is one ad- 
vantage of metal school tokens! Incidentally when v/e listed 220 H in the 1970 Cata- 
logue, and W in the 1977 Supplement, we didn't have sufficient information and put 
doxioi the i/rong price. These should be 25t. They are getting new fare boxes in Pond 
du Lac in September, so they may get new tokens to go with them. 

There are some times v/hen I feel that I should write to some companies and ask 
questions, but with an arthritic problem in my right hand it is hard to do so, so I 
am going to have to depend more on others to get this information. There are also 
some questions wJiich perhaps I should answer, but I don't get around to it, but the 
main reason is that I don't know the answer. Someone, for example, may ask me if a 
certain company ever plated their tokens. Rather than say I don't know and give a 
very long answer that does not mean anything, I just skip it. We do not list plated 
tokens unless we know for sure the conraany in question did tlie plating. Then again, 
sometimes the company in question has been out of business for 25 years, so therefore 
I just can't get a reply.

The air-conditioning was 
on full blast and I slept under blankets, and we arrived only about 
an hour late. In Chicago I visited the Art Institute and bought a 
beautiful huge print of a painting called "Third Avenue Railroad De- 
pot," showing the horsecars marked "Yorkville" and "Harlem," See our 
NY 630 M N O P. The cars on C and P are perfect reproductions of the 
ones in the painting. 

The "San Francisco Zephyr," from Chicago to Oakland, is usually 
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the worst train on my trip, but this time the air conditioning in my 
roomette worked fairly well. Unfortunately it stopped working in the 
dining car, and the temperature in that car quickly climbed to about 
115. The help refused to serve anything that required heating, so we 
were limited to sandwiches. But no one wanted to linger in that car 
anyway. We arrived in Oakland only an hour late. My trip was im- 
proved by the chance of talking with AVA Treasurer Toby Frisbee at the 
Denver railroad station. It's always a delight to talk to Toby, who 
is one of our favorite people.

The girl in 
the office was delightful. We each got a set of 3. She had only about 
5 left after we departed. The tokens differ in the top line: one has 
only "GOOD" on the top line; another has "GOOD FOR" on the top line; 
and the third has "GOOD FOR $1" on the top line. 

Wo also tried to get a few specimens of the 1978 Hertz Air Calif- 
ornia tokens (see listing this issue). The girl at the Hertz desk at 
the Sacramento airport was wonderful, and gave us one each. At the 
Oakland airport I had to ask a customer to get me one. At the San 
Francisco airport the people were downright hostile, so much so that 
I am inclined never to use a Hertz car again. 

A visit to Amtour in San Francisco elicited the information that 
another token is in the works. The 3 cable car tokens they have so 
far issued were struck by Meyer & Wenthe in quantities of 10,000 each. 
The 4th token may be made by someone else. 

We spent several hours on two different occasions visiting Ralph 
Freiberg in his home in the Haight -Ashbury , and learned that we do have 
a number of new issues on the way. Nicolosi's New Issues will be send- 
ing out 3 varieties of the "free ride" Los Angeles tokens, and every 
variety of the round cardboard Los Angeles tokens will be supplied to 
N.I.S. members at the end of this year, so don't go paying big prices 
for them. There will be extras available for any non-member of N.I.S. 

Sunday, July 16, was the occasion for our annual gathering of 
token collectors at Duane Feisel's home in Los Altos. Among those 
present were Ben j . Fauver, Bill Del Palacio, Hal, Louise, and Mark 
Ford, Anita & Ron Lerch, Scott Jameson, C.E. Nichols, Bud Carmichael, 
Dan Jacobson, Jerry Schimrael, Frank Earl, Dale Noll, Steve Album, Jere 
Runciman, Duane & Shannon Feisel, and your Editor. Refreshments were 
fabulous, the best ever. At the meeting I worked out an arrangement 
with Duane for listing of parking tokens again, beginning with the 
September issue. Until Duane finds the time to take over again, Hal 
Ford will handle listings, so please send reports of unlisted parking 
tokens (with rubbing & full exact descriptions) to Harold V. Ford at 
43 Arroyo Drive - Moraga, CA 94556.

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= POSSIBLE LOCATIONS FOR UNIDENTIFIED TOKENS =

At one of our meetings this summer John Coffee suggested that we 
make a list of Mavericks on which we have some leads. On most of these 
we have no definite information, or they would have been listed. Some 
of the information below may be wishful thinking, but then again some 
of it probably is correct. If any members have further information on 
these tokens please let us know so we can list them correctly. I keep 
hearing that people know the origin of an unidentified token but keep 
it secret for some reason. It would also be helpful if those who own 
these tokens would tell us where they found them. This is especially 
important if more than one have shown up, because when two of them 
show up in the same area, that would indicate the origin. It is also 
very important that we have full exact descriptions of tokens; if you 
have one that differs from the Atwood listing, please let us know. 

4, CROSSTOWN EXPRESS INC, An entry in the Meyer & Wenthe records in- 
dicates 5,000 and 5,000 Bz 23ram tokens were ordered in 1924 
for Atlanta (Ga.) Safety Bus Co, No inscriptions are given, but 
we suspect that these are the Cross town Express tokens. 

14. ATLANTIC GREYHOUND, M & W records Show that 1,000 of these were 
shipped to a Columbia, SC, address in October, 1945. But no one 
responds from that address now and we have no proof they were 
used there. Any help will be much appreciated. 

22, V & O TURNPIKE, We think it's Virginia & Ohio Turnpike, and the 
turnpike ran from Virginia, or West Virginia, into Ohio. 

29. ELDRIDGB TAXI CAB CO. A collector wrote Eldridge Cab Co, in Ham- 

mond, La,,;but could be no information. Sounds logical, though. 

30, W.F, CO, Sounds like a ferry token. Wheeling Ferry? 

40. O.C. BUS & BAGGAGE CO, Have a report it could be Oak Cliff, near 

Dallas, Tex, Or it could be Oklahoma City, Any ideas? 

41. GRAHAM'S BUS LINE. Possibly Blue Earth, Minn., where there was a 

Graham & Luke Bus Line. 

48. CEE BUS. Several have shown up, all in Washington State. 

49, F.C.I, Probably Federal Correctional Institute, of which there 

are many throughout the country. Used on a bus or ferry to the 
prison, perhaps. 

67. CITY HACK LINE, We think it's from Greenup, 111., and if no one 
has a better idea will list it from there. It was found in the 
St. Louis area. 

69, C & H LINE. I have a report this is for Callahan & Hilliard, 

Fla, The two places are only 5 miles apart, and they are some 
20 miles north of Jacksonville. But again, no firm evidence. 

70, N.H.G.R, CO, Is this the same token as #158, but with a weak H 

on one of them? 

71, H.H.M, & C. BUS LINE, INC, It has been suggested that this one is 

from Texas. 

81. LINCOLN BUS TOLEDO, I think this is from Toledo, which is in Lin- 
coln County, Oregon. Will list it when I get the correct size. 

83. 3KVING BUS LINE, I have a report this is from New Jersey. 

91, capital city ferry CO, We have known for some time that Capital 
City Ferry operated across the Missouri at Jefferson City, Mo. 

The problem is that we don't know if it was used as a fare token. 
93c RED'S TAXI CO, Probably from Aberdeen, Wash. There are several 
of these Reds Taxi tokens , but doubt if they were used on the 
taxi. Have heard they were only used in the cigar store. 

101. HOLY TRINITY SCHOOL BUS. I believe this one is from Louisville, 
Ky. It was struck there. But still no firm evidence. 
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111, SLCAN BROS, These are similar to a token from Arkadelphia, Ark., 
but so far we can get no information to indicate that origin, 

113, T,P,R. I believe this is from Pennsylvania. It was struck in 
Pittsburgh. Possibly Tyrone Passenger Ry. or Tamaqua & Potts- 
ville Passenger Ry. 

123. RED BUS LINE. Kirbyville, Tex., has been suggested as its home. 
129. McBR IDE TRANSFER. Possibly from Church Point, La. An early bus- 
iness directory lists a McBride Livery in Church Point. 

136. HILLTOP TRANSIT INCORP, Birmingham, Ala., has been suggested as 
the origin of this token. 

144. J„A, HAYS LIVERY & TF^^NSFER. I have a report that this one is 
from Beatrice, Nebraska. 

146. PUGH'S TAXI. There was a Pugh's Yellow Cabs in Sweetwater, Tex., 
but we've never been able to get an answer either to confirm or 
deny that this token was vised by them. 

148. DOUGLAS AUTO STAGE. Possibly from the Southwest. One guess is 
Douglas, Ariz, Another possibility is Douglas, Alaska, across 
from Juneau. We have a definite report that a bus line in Doug- 
las did use a token in the early 1930*s. 

150. TWIN CITY COACH LINES, INC, 1,000 of these were struck in Dec- 
ember, 1947, for Perey Turnstiles. Possibly they were used on 
a bus equipiJed with a turnstile late in 1947 or early in 1948. 

154. TAYLOR'S BUS LINE, 2,000 of these were shipped in June, 1949, 

by Meyer & Wenthe to Hillsboro, N.C. But I can find no evidence 
that a bus line ever operated in Hillsboro, 

If you have any information on any of the above tokens, or on others of 
the Unidentified tokens, please let us in on it. We are considering a 
4th Edition of the Atwood Catalogue next year, and if a correct listing 
doesn't make that book, it may be the year 2000 before the token is cor- 
rectly listed.

We begin this month with another of those Hertz airport tokens, 
which John Coffee and Harold Ford discovered at the Sacramento Airport. 
These tokens have various initials on them for the different California 
airports at which they are available. 

The Columbus Railroad Company continued in business under that name 
for a very long time (see note in 1970 Atwood), so it is really no sur- 
prise that they would have used a celluloid token in their early years. 
The token is the same color as Ky 370 A, a brownish translucent cellu- 
loid. 

We are also listing the latest of those Illinois school p>asses, and 
this one will be sent out by Nicolosi's New Issues Service, 

Joel Reznick obtained some information to indicate that the Mich 
370 A tokens with the large hole in them were used as school fares, so 
we are listing them this time. The hole is I0%mm in diameter and it 
effectively defaces the whole token. Several of the holed ones have 
shown up, but only one of the solid 370 A's. 

When we listed Wash 315 A last year we had only a photograph, which 
made the token look aluminum. It turned out we guessed wrong. The tok- 
en is brass. John Coffee recently acquired one, which has distinctly 
different die work from the token owned by Duane Feisel, 

Toronto likes to spread the business of making their tokens around, 
and the latest batch were struck by Sherritt Gordon Mint of Saskatche- 
wan, and as they put a mintmark on their tokens we have a new type to 
list. Fares have gone up to 55d, with tokens at 7 for $3,00. The alum- 
inum 900 ABF and G are used at that rate. But those who wish to buy 


free 
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tokens only two at a time (2 for $1) the brass C D and E are available 
in vending machines in the subway stations* Fares went up January 1, 
1978. As there is a substantial saving by purchasing tokens, they 
need lots of them, hence had to reorder. 

We are still waiting to hear who may have obtained those two un- 
listed tokens from the Spangenberger auction of June 3 so that we can 
list them correctly. We also have several more new issues on the way.

RI 120 A - 1,000,000. RI 521 F - 200,000. 

Franklin Mint also struck 36 of PA 263 A in silver. And in 1976 they 
were authorized by SEPTA to strike sterling silver and 18k gold exam- 
ples of PA 750 AY, Only 42 of the solid gold tokens were made, and 
2,364 of the silver ones. I wonder how many AVA members ordered the 
gold tokens, which sold for $100 each. With gold going up the way it 
is, I'm kind of sorry I didn't order one.

Hod sad it is to return from a vionderfut summer ^ and have to report the death of an 
old and treasured friend, Jerry joined us in 1965^ when he vras only 36 years old, 
and held AVA #L-675. He was aotive in many token collecting fields, one of his main 
interests being state sales tax tokens. He xoas also very much into transportation 
tokens, and his frequent letters were a delight. He also hnd a great sense of humor, 
doubly valued when same of the rest of us took ourselves too seriously. He died 
while still a relatively young man, after a long illness. How we shall miss him! 


September 23. We come to you this month with a jumbo issue, necessited by the 
great activity in our hobby over the summer and extending into a Fall season that pro** 
mises to be one of the most active and fruitful in many years. A full report of the 
Louisville Convention is inside, and the chief news from that conclave probably is 
that we did not find it necessary to raise AVA annual dues, in spite of an unconscion- 
able increase in first class postage rates. With careful stevrardship of our resources 
we may be able to hold the line for a while. Instead of the usual paragraph contain- 
ing the names of members present at the Convention, Joel Reznick sent along a little 
reminiscence, and you should find all the members names — or nearly all of them — in 
that story which follows the minutes of the business sessions. I believe Joel did 
forget a couple. I know that Lloyd Wagaman and Charles Littlefield were there, for 
instance. Still it was a good piece of memory work for Joel, siting with a two-hour 
deadline after my frantic phone call. 

The Editor returned from Tacoma via Amtrak, as usual. I had to take a local 
fj^Qia Tacoma to Seattle because Amtrak, in its wisdom, has taken off the bus 
that formerly would take Tacoma passengers out to East Auburn to board the "Empire 
Builder." Things began on the accustomed sour note: the dining car, it turned out, 
had a broken steam line in Seattle. After over two hours of attempting to repair it 
with welders, they gave up and brought in another dining car, xvith the attendant ne- 
cessity of transferring all the food from one car to another, and then making the 
switching operations. So we pulled out nearly 3 hours late from Seattle, and ran late 
and at wild high speed across the northern tier of states to the Twin Cities. My 
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rooiaette, unfortunately, was directly over the v/heels of my car, and the racket in 

my room, especially at night, was several decibels above that of a boiler factory. 

The old Great Northern Ry. roadbed never was noted for its smoothness, and not*? roar- 
ing along at 85 mph, tearing around curves, I was afraid I would soon be churned into 
butter. But we made up two hours in the process, and arrived at the brand new Midway 
Station in St. Paul only an hour late. They have abandoned the magnificent old sta- 
tions in Minneapolis and St. Paul, and the new station, while clean and bright, some- 
how lacks the flavor of the old palaces where the trains once came in, 

I was met at St, Paul by Past AVA President Quincy Laflin, and spent the day at 
his home. Tex Barnett and Bob Knobloch were also present and we spent a delightful 
day discussing tokens and looking over Quincy's collection. Mrs. Laflin served a mag- 
nificent dinner which capped a delightful day. I left that night on the "North Star," 
which originates in Duluth and runs thru the Twin Cities to Chicago, overnight. It 
is a fine little train, consisting of two coaches, a sleeping car, a baggage car, and 
a diner, pulled by a single unit locomotive. The roadbed is entirely new all-welded 
track, and ray roomette was in the center of the car and not over the wheels. We ar- 
rived in Chicago right on time at 7:30 a.m. 

I spent most of the day in Chicago with Joel Reznick in his office, where he was 
unusually busy because the stock market was running wild that day. Left that after- 
noon on the Lake Shore Limited directly for Boston, over the old New York Central RR 
tracks thru Toledo, Cleveland, Buffalo, and Albany. Arrived in Boston right on time, 
after a pleasant trip over almost all welded rail. Weather was hot but the air con- 
ditioning worked perfectly. All in all, my rail trip across the country and back this 
summer was quite satisfactory, by Amtrak standards, although hardly up to the qiiality 
of the heyday of private operation of passenger trains. 

Quite a bit of mail awaited me in Boston, including a letter from Bill Cassidy 
bearing the sad tidings of the death of former AVA member Fred Bowman of Lachine, PQ. 
As Bill wrote, "When Roland Atwood used to travel to my part of the country he would 
stay over with us for a few days. As Fred lived close by I would take Roland over to 
see him. He and Fred spent quite a few hours chatting and admiring some of the scar- 
cer Canadian transportation tokens that Fred had in his collection. " 

There were reports of a number of New Finds over the summer. For instance, at 
the ANA Houston Convention Steve Tanenbaum picked up Ore 120 A. David Schenkman had 
good luck— he always does--and picked up NY 630 R, the Hoboken Ferry piece. Bob Kel- 
ley reports finding an interesting timetable mirror, 82mm, inscribed CLEVELAND AND 
BUFFALO DAILY 9 P.M. (EASTERN TIME) C & B LINE THE GREAT SHIP "SEE AND BEE" 

LENGTH 300 FT. BREADTH 98 FT 6 IN. 510 STATEROOMS THE LARGEST AND MOST COSTLY PAS- 
SENGER STEAMER ON INLAND IVATERS OF THE WORLD with a picture of the ship. He found it 
in a flea market. 

Chuck Littlefield reports a 30ram aluminum token inscribed LITTLE SISTERS OF THE 
POOR on obverse, and PASS L on reverse. Could it be a transportation token? 

Gary Pipher reports a series of interesting copper 21mm tokens, all inscribed 
LEHIGH VALLEY R.R. CO. on obverse, with various incused numbers on reverse. He has 
tokens with 8,29,41,42, on them respectively. We have no idea what these tokens were 
used for, 

Barry Uman reports finding a bunch of interesting tokens: Quebec 997 not plated 
but worn, so it was used, he says. Oue 970 A in copper; Oue 998 J; Oue 745 in brass; 
Oue 950 B in lead, and "mistrikes of a few TT's." In his letter he adds some prices 
asked by a dealer in Canadian Coin News: Quebec 800 A-J, set $85. 800 K, $37,00, 

850 C reverse on both sides, $27, Nova Scotia 100 B-L, set $55,00. Inflation must 
be running wild up there ! 

The Editor recently acquired a token like the Kentucky 641 series, Newport & 
Covington Bridge, but in white metal or, more correctly, copper-nickel, and inscribed 
THE PRAIRIE FLOWER around an Indianhead on the reverse instead of the stars. That 
is, the reverse is the same as Ohio 166 D. This would be a R-10 Civil War token. 

Beginning with the October issue, we shall publish supplements to Feisel's 
Parking Token Catalogue. These are being compiled now by Harold v. Ford - 43 Arroyo 
Drive - Moraga, CA 94556, If you have any unlisted PT's please send descriptions to 
Harold. We're way behind of PT's and need your cooperation to get caught up. 
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The search and research of early Midwestern transportation tokens is a study of 
mid-American culture, of its problem solving, and of the enterprising, inovative 
people who responded to a need vjith positive action. These people were responsible 
for the rash of little street railways, mini interurbans, and livery bus and transfer 
lines that sprang up in the period between 1890 and World War I, at which time mechan- 
ical technology broadened, and sharply diminished the role of the individualist. 

"Individualists" is perhaps the most consistently applicable term when discussing 
the raidwestern liverymen, who i^ere men of action, men who got the job done, and were 
opportunists with a lot of old fashioned American savvy and guts. 

The story of William Leamorande and his livery bus line is unique, but yet so 
very much the same as the stories of his many fellow livery men, the story of a man 
with deep small town roots, a man who was a community activist. 

Leamorande (Lee-Mo-Rand) vras born in Alsace-Lorraine, a place of birth that made 
him half French and half German in his own estimation, and reflected in his name iirhich 
is listed in two other spellings in addition to the rendering on the livery tokens. 

As a child William Leamorande immigrated to Canada with his parents, and along 
witli many others in this immigration period crossed the Great Lakes to settle into ag- 
ricultural work in the fertile farm lands of northeastern Wisconsin. The Leamorande 
homestead tvas located four miles north of Oconto Falls on the road to Lena, Wisconsin, 
and, like many farmers of this era, young William and his father worked in the nearby 
woods during the long Wisconsin winters as lumberjacks. Oconto Falls was a lumbering 
and paper mill town when the immigrant Leamorande family arrive, with a population in 
1893 listed at 400, and a railroad connection, three general stores and a hotel. 

The Leamorande livery business in only sketchily covered in Wisconsin gazetteers, 
not being recorded at all in the omnibus line listings, and listed only from 1913 to 
1918 in the livery stable lists. This brings forth the unique features of the Oconto 
Falls bus story, namely that there was only one railroad line into the village, and 
only one primary hotel, which was only four tenths of a mile from the depot I To add 
to the mystery, Ralph Leamorande, youngest son of William the liveryman, is emphatic 
that his father had no competition in the livery line business. So why the tokens? 

A bit of conjecture might suggest that William Leamorande-- "Lemarinde" as he is 
listed in the gazetteers — saw the tokens in use in nearby Oconto (Vyes Bus and Baggage 
Line) and simply thought they would be of value in his business. One thing is certain: 
the bus service was but a small part of William Leamorande 's business, with drayage 
for the eight trains per day at Oconto Falls the larger share in a town that had only 
one "boarding hotel" in addition to the Saunders Hotel (New Caldwell House) indicating 
a small transient business. The whole livery operation was small, involving only 
three or four horse-drawn vehicles, with the bus being a tx^o-horse hitch and a stage 
coach type bus. 

William Leamorande wore many hats during his short lifetime (he died in 1938 at 
age 57). In addition to liveryman he was Oconto Falls Marshall in 1911, village Fire 
Chief in 1913, County Undersheriff, and in later years in the beer distributing busin- 
ess and associated with Gray Line. 

The "Lemerine" to Leamorande name change came about because of mail delivery mix- 
ups involving Williams Brothers in the early 1900 's, and today the family name is 
spelled Lemorande. 

Some remnants of the livery line business remain. The office home of William 
Leamorande still stands, but the livery barn is long gone; the depot, though now re- 
duced to a mobile home, is still at the old site, and Leamorande relatives still live 
in the area, xvhich is not often the case after fifty years. 

Oconto Falls is a beautiful little town today, right on the Oconto River where 
the loggers drove the White Pine downstream to the mills and market. The falls for 
which the village was named x^ere dynamited by logging interests in 1883 to facilitate 
the down-stream log drives, but the beauty of the village xvas worth the 120-mile trip 
even if William Leamorande had not issued tokens from his little bus line.

Of the many collectors around 
some of those I spoke with Included: Lester Davis, Chet Krause, Ken Hal lenbeck, Ray 
Byrne, and Max Schwartz (who is Honorary Grandpa for the Cunninghams!). Again, I 
presented the Nurnberg display and moved up a step to receive a Second Place medal. 

I also was awarded the Ray Byrne Junior Literary Award for my article which was pub- 
I i shed i n The Numismatiet, 

With some extra days left at the close of the convention, your writer took adva- 
tage of a RAILPASS and rode out to Denver, where an enjoyable time was spent with Syd 
Joseph and family, touring Denver and Colorado Springs, but mostly talking tokens non- 
stop! On the return trip through Chicago, I missed the Amtrak connection, so had a 
chance to do a bit of touring around the Windy City.

- BARRY UMAN RECEIVES THE FARE BOX LITERARY AWARD = 

Barry Uman, AVA 795, of Pointe Claire, Quebec, has been awarded the 1978 Fare 
Box Literary Award for bis article "The lyfontreal and Lachine Railroad Token" which 
appeared in the November 1977 issue. This excellent article has received international 
attention. I have received two requests for copies to be sent airmail to Australia. 

The award consists of a unique sterling silver striking of the Louisville Tour 
Token. The token, actually struck in .999 pure silver, has a brilliant proof surface, 
and will be encased in an appropriately inscribed Capital Plastics plexiglas holder in 
a presentation booklet.

Minutes of the Business Meetings 

The 23th Annual Convention of the A.V.A. was called to order by Vice-President 
Joel Reznick at 9:20 a.m. on August 12, 1973, at the Galt House in Louisville, Ky. 

A list of members present is included in the story by T^ir. Reznick which follov;s this 
report . 

Reports were read from the Treasurer, the Editor, and the Secretary. The Secre- 
tary also read the jTiinutes of the 1977 Convention. Mr. Reznick then read a v;el coming 
letter from U.S. Representative Mazzoli of Kentucky, who sent his regrets at not be- 
ing able to attend. The minutes of the Executive Board meeting were also read by Mr. 
Reznick. Tlie call for old business then brought forth no response. 

On New Business a suggestion by Leonard Paul that a convention be held in Canada 
at some time in tlie future iias made. Discussion concerned problems in bringing tok- 
ens through customs. A show of hands indicated that half of those present would at- 
tend a Canadian convention. 

Mr. Lonney suggested a cross-country charter flight with appropriate stops for 
picking up members as a way to stimulate attendance. 

Mr. Cunningham discussed the lack of a bill from the Butlers for the Menbership 
Roster. The discussion indicated that it was the feeling of tlie Convention tiiat no 
individual should bear sucli an expence and that every effort should be made to con- 
vince Bob and Anna Butler to accept payment.

f. Duane R. Feisel for his work in obtaining token dies, 

4. That dll exonurrria organizations be requested to Join AVA in a Joint con- 
vention in 1979. 

The resolutions were all adopted unanimously by the Convention and the meeting 
was adjourned v;ith closing remarks by Pfr. Reznick.

Our party arrived at the Galt House in mid afternoon on Thursday after touring 
Greater Louisville since early morning, and found the hotel rooms were quite lavish, 
with massive furniture, high built up double beds for each two persons, and a beauti- 
ful window view of the Ohio River In full sweep. The adjacent mall park with its 
bubbling fountains and curved walking paths beautifully blended into the modern arch- 
itecture of the hotel’s exterior decor. 

Not wanting to waste the remainder of the day we hurried out into the 94“ temp- 
erature and foot-explored the urban renewal, finding that although the Federal Govern- 
ment has poured millions of dollars into the mall project, many stores were empty, 
and downtown had tittle to offer the stroller. 

About a full mile from the hotel we came across fellow vecturists Syd Joseph and 
Sue Cunningham who were on a refreshments search, and after introductions all headed 
for a package goods store that was still open. During the walk we were Invited to 
Room 1700 at the Galt where F^ul Cunningham had gathered the early birds for refresh- 
ments, tokens and talk. Upon arrival at Room 1700 fifteen people were assembled in- 
cluding tiny vecturist Shannon Cunningham, a neat bundle at 3 months old! On the 
floor were plastic pails filled with tokens being sorted and sifted, and the tables 
were heavy with tokens in boxes and ring binders. Introductions followed all around 
and the time flew until 3 p.m. sharp when the room closed and the exhausted collectors 
returned to their own quarters. 

Friday morning’s registration was smoothly and efficiently handled and the swap 
room hummed with activity and clamor as programs were passed around for autographing, 
and tokens clinked and changed hands. Paul Cunningham had a large display of token- 
related books for sale, and these seemed to command nearly as much interest as the 
tokens on the floor. 

The Friday night banquet was well attended, 72 persons enjoying large T-bone 
steaks with apple pie for dessert. George Yater’s talk was excellent, covering inci- 
dents and anecdotes of the transit battles in early Louisville, and revealing much 
new information on Tom Johnson, the designer of the Johnson Fare Box system. 

Saturday for many members in attendance at Louisville was a time to hit the doz- 
ens of antique shops and coin stores in the Baster Street and Bardstown Road area, 
and then completely exhausted, return for the evening ride on the beautiful old steam 
paddlewheeler "Belle of Louisville." This 8;30 p.m. steamer trip was very crowded due 
to a 300-member insurance convention that had bought tickets as a group, and were 
stuffed aboard. The very pleasant and historic Sunday ferry trip to Warsaw is de- 
scribed below this article. 

Convention Chairman Joel Reznick was a whirling dervish throughout the Convention, 
ably handling all the attendant problems that always occur at conventions, and striking 
quite a figure in his pinback-covered conductor’s hat, and convention badge labeling 
himself "The Head Frog." 

For the non-river people at the Convention the day and night passage of the huge 
I iOOxIOO-foot river barges in front of the hotel was a sight well worth the trip alone. 


= THE WARSAW FERRY TOUR =

The A.V.A. token tour to the Warsaw Ferry began at 9 a.m. sharp and filled the 
44-passenger school bus nicely. In fact following the bus were four private autos 
with AVA members returning home who would also ride the ferry on its last run. 

If the level of conversational decibles in the tour bus was any indication of the 
enthusiasm of the troup, happiness is collecting tokens! We arrived in Warsaw at 
10:30 a.m. and the cameras started to click at once, since our host, Russell B. Hall, 
had his hand-build ferry, a powerful tug-driven craft, ready and waiting. 

The "tourists" were split into two groups because only 36 life Jackets were av- 
ailable, so while the first load went on the tour the remainder kept the cameras work- 
ing or visited the little flea market on the street near the ramp at the top of the 
hill. 
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The trip across the Ohio River took only about ten minutes and was as smooth as 
silk even though the ferry landed on the upstream side due to dam construction that 
had flooded the downstream landing, which Mr. Hall had used when he bought the ferry 
in I960. The ferryman himself is a real positive action man, who has already bid on 
a ferry service job in Ohio where a bridge is being rebuilt, and even talked of build- 
ing a larger ferry and working farther upstream In the transportation business. His 
friendliness and dialog put everyone at ease. 

As for the Warsaw Ferry, the little village is already hurting without the traf- 
fic generated by the ferry business, and If and when Russell B. Hall leaves, will have 
suffered a real loss. Among the feats of Hall are the moving of 164,000 tons of gra- 
vel across the river during the construction of a nearby highway, and the hauling of 
574 autos in a single day during a wine festival on the other side of the river. The 
ferry crossing itself dates back to 1809, and Mr. Hall has the names of all the pre- 
vious owners, so all you token sleuths can check out a ferry mavericks against the 
list. The only photos Mr. Hall has of the ferry are a 1922 view, and a postcard view 
that AVA members were able to buy at I0<f each from an accommodating gift shop propri- 
etress. 

The return trip to Louisville was made with warm sunshine and warm feelings, and 
included an impromptu food search in beautiful Butler State Park and dandy picnic 
stop in Carrollton, Kentucky, ending the AVA Convention of 1978 on a pleasant, though 
nostalgic high note. 


= ELEVATOR TOKEKS OP THE HARBOUR HOUSE RESTAURANT IN VANCOUVER, B.C. = 

The Harbour House Restaurant in Vancouver, Canada, is reached only by an eleva- 
tor. To ride the elevator a fare is charged. But persons using the restaurant, and 
not merely riding the elevator for sighseeing purposes, may obtain a refund from the 
restaurant. For this purpose, plastic tokens were placed into use in December, 1977, 
described thus: 


HARBOUR / HOUSE / RESTAURANT 

Py 32 Sd Please / Present to / Your Server / For Full / Elevator / Refvind. 

The existence of the tokens was mentioned in COIN WORLD, and this eventuated in many 
requests to the restaurant for the tokens. Very quickly the supply of tokens was ex- 
hausted, The restaurant ordered another thousand from B.C. Steimp Works, but the en- 
tire order was lost. 

The restaurant then, in order to discourage elevator patrons from saving the 
tokens as souvenirs, ordered more tokens but with no lettering on either side. They 
used 32mm blue tokens, blank on both sides, and in 1978 ordered more blank tokens, 
but this time yellow. So we have blank blue and yellow 32fflm tokens, and the yellow 
tokens with the inscriptions on them. 

The entire supply of tokens, including the blank ones, has been exhausted. The 
restaurant sold the last of them to collectors who wrote in for them, for $2.50 each. 
They no longer use the token system. 

We do not consider the token a regular fare token, because it is not of itself 
good for a ride on the elevator. Accordingly it would rather merit a Miscellaneous 
1000 listing under British Columbia, and will be so listed in due time,

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

The Los Angeles tokens were given away, and SCRTD had promised to let us have a 
supply for our New Issues Service, and other members who wanted them, at a very nomi- 
nal cost. Unfortunately someone told them that these tokens were going to be very 
valuable, so they charged us 40^ apiece for them, both for the two aluminums and the 
wooden nickel. We have lots of extras and any AVA member who wants these may pur- 
chase them from John Nicolosi. The fare went to 45^ down there on July 1, and it's a 
wonder they didn't soak us 45'? for them. Of course these tokens are obsolete and not 
good for any fare at all now. Meanwhile they are issuing round cardboard tokens in 
sheets which are inserted in the Sunday papers, and we have been promised supplies of 
gvery variety as soon as they become obsolete, at a much reduced rate. But if tliey 
ask 45'? apiece for them, forget it I The two aluminum tokens are anodized a dark gold 
color and a light gold color and are very distinct from each other. 

The Clearwater, FL, bridge tokens went into use last May 1, and Lester Merwin was 
able to get a supply for the New Issues Service, so this one will be sent out this 
month to NIS members. Mr. Mer\^in informed us that 100,000 of tlie tokens were struck 
by Meyer & Nenthe in two lots of 50,000 each. Bridge toll is 251? with tokens sold at 
a discount in quantities. 

We mentioned the newly discovered Kansas token a while back. The owner wants to 
keep his name a secret. 

Five hundred of the A.V.A. Convention tour token were struck, plus one in solid 
silver for the Literary Award. It's a beauty of a token. All N.I.S. members who had 
enough in their accounts to pay for the token should have received it by now. 

It took us a few months to get information on exactly how the Mays Landing, NJ, 
wooden nickel was used. We have to postpone listings until we know certain facts 
about a token: whether obsolete, rate of fare, confirmation of location and actual 
use if a wooden nickel, etc. These wood tokens of Mays Landing were made in 1971 for 
use on a hay ride at the camp grounds. If a party checked in and included children, 
each child was given one of the wood tokens for a ride that evening on the hay ride. 
They don't use them anymore. Letters to the campground have succeeded in getting a 
token, but they may be all out by now. I don't believe these were ever sold; only 
given away . 

George Cuhaj somehow got one of the 20mm New York City tokens and so we now have 
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a complete description of it. Formerly we only knew what was on one side. The token 
is virtually impossible to get now, but as they have 35 million of them any collector 
who paid big money for one would be foolish. 

Eugene, OR, ordered more tokens and they are being placed in use as needed to 
supplement their other tokens. The 240 I is a senior token, and the adult fare has 
been raised since 240 J was reported. New Issues Service was able to get a supply of 
these and they will be sent out this nonth to HIS members. 

Gordon Smith reported that B & C Lines of Alcoa, TN, needed more tokens, but were 
told by the token manufacturer that they would have to take them in brass instead of 
bronze, the metal they wanted. The member who obtained the older Alcoa tokens for us 
has moved away, and we are leery of ordering directly from the company because we're 
afraid they have mixed up the bronze and brass tokens, and we'd get stuck with a lot 
of high face value tokens that no one needed. So N.I.S, will not handle this token. 
The fare for which the token is good is 65'^. 

New Issues Service will send out the interesting Canadian token from Calgary this 
month. The token doesn't mention that it is good for rides, but it is. They prefer 
people not to use money on their rides, so they ask people at their shows, who wish to 
ride the various attractions, to purchase these tokens. Some rides take one token, 
some take tv/o, and with inflation no doubt some will take several, as time goes by. 

The tokens are called "carnival brass tokens," but if they are brass it is an extreme- 
ly light brass and they certain resemble what we call white metal more than brass. 

The tokens are used each year at Conklin show. They could also be used in other pla- 
ces as the show moves around, but we only know for certain they are used at Calgary, 
so that's where we list them from, 

A final note. We've been told that it is unfair for Nicolosi's New Issues Ser- 
vice to limit ovir purchase of a new issue to only 200 tokens, on the ground that more 
than 200 members might want the token. As a matter of fact, John Nicolosi has great 
difficulty selling 200, and meantime his money is tied up in tokens which, in these 
latter days, all have rather a high face value. The days of the 3 for 25<? tokens are 
long gone, and 200 tokens often represent over $100 in cash. Nicolosi does not get a 
subsidy from the A.V. A. He operates N.I.S. from his own resources, and it is a self- 
sustaining operation, but with lots of new issues coming out, as they are now, he is 
often in the hole until he sells all of those 200 tokens. We have well over 700 AVA 
members, but apparently 200 is about tops for those who actively pursue every new tok- 
en. Still, we do have an obligation to supply those active 200, and this is why we 
will postpone listing a token until we definitely know if a supply is available, and 
some basic information about a token. The days when any token reported v;as rushed 
into the catalogue are long gone. After 30 years we are still trying to straighten 
out some of the strange listings that were rushed into print. Long experience has 
proven to us that if we list a token before communicating with the company that is 
using it, they will then get about 25 letters from eager members, and get sick of 
all the requests. The result is the first 10 or 15 who write may get the token for 
face value plus 30*? round trip postage and a lot of trouble, and everyone else gets 
nothing. With N.I.S., virtually everyone in A.V. A. who wants the token will get it 
for less than he'd have to pay if he wrote himself, either thru his N.I.S. membership 
or by \7riting Nicolosi in response to his monthly ads that list new issues. This 
arrangement is obviously satisfactory to 99% of our membership. 

We have a number of new issues on the burner right now, and it promises to be a 
busy and prolific Fall!

- THE MYSTERIOUS FERRY TOKEN OF SPOTTSVILLE, KENTUCKY « 

When Duane Feisel was going through the files of Meyer & Wenthe, the Chicago 
token manufacturer, he came across a pair of dies for an old ferry token which has 
never been found. We don't know what metal tlie token was made of, nor do we know 
the shape or size. But the die indicates a square token, and the arrangement of the 
wording indicates that it had a center hole. Duane had about half a dozen restrikes 
made from the dies, and just so that no one will ever find one of them and think he 
has the original token, here is the description of the restrike; 

SPOTTSVILLE FERRY U.S, 60 
A Oc Sd Good For One Trip (43mm) 

Inscriptions on both sides are in a square of dots 27ram across. Spottsville is in 
the northern part of the state, on U.S. Route 60. Letters to various people in the 
city have produced no recollection of the tokens from anybody there.

October 28, With this issue we resume the publication o£ supplements to Duane 
Feisel's catalogue of parking tokens. Duane has so many irons in the fire that he 
nas been unable to find tlie time to do tliese, and so this past summer I worked out an 
arrangement to the satisfaction of all parties. Harold Ford will publish parking to- 
ken listings, and reports of new issues and discoveries of parking tokens should be 
sent to Harold V, Ford - 43 Arroyo Drive - Moraga, CA 94556, I hope to be able to 
publish two pages of parj’cing token listings until we are caught up. Meanwhile, when 
and if Duane finds that he will be able to resume the listings himself, he will take 
over again. The present arrangement is presumed to be temporary. But at least now 
we can bring some order back to the parking token department of our hobby! 

Every month I receive various publications of our local token collectors' clubs. 
One of the best of tliese is Token Topics of the California Association of Token Col- 
lectors, edited by Stephen P. Alpert, This is a really fine two-page periodical, and 
I never fail to learn something new frohi each issue. 

Last month I mentioned the discovery of an advertising mirror for the C and B 
Line of steamships, by Bob Kelley. Comes nov; a clipping from the Chicago Tribune of 
Septer.iber 7, 1978, sent to us by Donald Punshon. The article tells about the luxury 
cruise ships that once plied Lake Michigan, and included is the following about the 
C and B Line: 

"But the most unusual of all rras the Cleveland and Buffalo' s 'See and 3ee,' once 
the largest cruise ship on the larss, irhich r^as reguisitioned hg the Navg during f/orld 
•far II and became the 'Wolverine, ' the onlg side uheel coal-burning aircraft carrier 
in the Navu's historp and the onlg aircraft carrier in active service on the Great 
Lakes, Her training mission completed, she iras sold after the i-rar for scrap," 

The article mentions a number of other ships, including those operated by tlie 
Graham and Morton fleet, for i^hich we have several timetable tokens listed. Mention 
is made of tlie "Citv of Grand Rapids," (see Timetable S) which v;as sold for scrap in 
1952. The author concludes eloquently: 

"Few of the modern generation remember them, but those who can still recall the 
gracious white queens and their stately progress over the lakes will maintain that 
they took all the magic with them," 
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In the Catalogue Supplement in the January 1973 Pare Box, we listed a wooden 
nickel token under California Miscella n eous 1000 AE. This past summer Harold Ford 
and I drove over to Pillar Point and found three varieties of this token. Inasmuch 
as tokens receive separate major listings when the arrangement of the wording is on 
different lines, these tokens probeibly should receive major numbers. Below are pic- 
tures of the three different types. The top line is what differs in each case. In 
one case we have only "GOOD" on the top line. In the next token we have "GOcm FOR" 
and in the third token we have "GOOD FOR $1" on that top line.

Also this past summer Joe studebaker's son sent me his proposed version of an 
alternative official seal for the American Vecturist Association. I'm sure most of 
us will retain our trolley car seal, but the one below, making up a bus from our 
initials, is an interesting variation and some of us may want to use it. I hope it 
reproduces satisfactorily on our machine. 



Perhaps the most important news of the past month has been the decision by 
former AVA President Daniel DiMichael to sell his collection of U.s. transportation 
tokens (except Pennsylvania, which he is keeping) . Dan had probably the third best 
collection of U.s. tokens in the world, and his decision has sent shock waves thru 
the bank accounts of some of the more acquisitive of us. Dan had some 300 different 
census tokens in his collection, in addition to nearly every non-census token in the 
catalogue. So a large number of the classic rarities have found new homes in the 
past month, and things will continue to boil for a while. Dan's prices are quite 
reasonable, and anyone interested may inquire by writing to Dan at P.O. Box 485 -

Incidentally, in the process of buying scxne of Dan's tokens wo have discovered 
some die varieties we didn't know about. For instance, we found two rare tokens come 
in at least two die varieties; LA 240 A and WI 870 D. Also one token is lost. Dan 
had what we thought was the only known specimen of KS 905 A. He can't find it. 
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= GUN-METAL- PLATED or OXIDIZED TOICENS =

We have certain tokens liste'l in past catalogues as gun -we tal -plated. But v/hat 
is it? Does anyone knov;, or is it just a tern plucked out of thin air? Someone nust 
have reported such a terra to Roland Att/ood back in the old days, because I can find 
one of tlie tokens listed in the 194B Atvrood Check List as "dinped in gun metal, 
still, what is it? 

According to the records of Meyer & Wenthe, these tokens ''/ore called "white laetal 
oxidized." So I would prefer using the term "oxidized" instead of gun-metal-plated, 

A fGV 7 years back I listed some tokens from Albany, NY, as dyed blade. Maybe I 
should have used "oxidised." It seems a lot of these made their appearance in the 
1930* s, nostlv in connection v/ith buses tiaat had turnstiles, and these tokens were 
exchanged for a transfer and the toJien inserted into a turnstile. Some of these v/ere 
22ram tokens, and to distinguish them from a nickel (most bus fares at that time v/ere 
Sf) , so someone could snot what v^ras being nut into the turnstile, 
listed from Queens, N.Y, 

Somehow if they were from the New York area they got listed, 
for Seattle never did get listed, and I listed this token in 1976 as Wash 780 X. So 
that one took fift^7 years to get listedl There were eleven orders made between 1926 
and 1936 for a total of 68,000 of these tokens, so v;hat took so long to get it listed?

A lot of these so-called gun-metal tokens appeared in tlie 1930 's in the New York 
area. V7e have a NY 631 G, a 22nim token that V7as oxidized. Some tokens of a sim- 
ilar nature have shora up without this plating and it looks as if to make the so- 
called gun-metal stick, the tokens were first coated with another material giving 
them a ):ind of bronze look, somehow this token without tiie Gra plating never got lis- 
ted, which it should not have been, of course. In most cases the 22inm token was used 
in exchange for a transfer from an adult, and the 24mm, mostly brass, were used for 
children. 

We have NY 631 I listed, but I believe tills was one of those where tlie "gun 
metal" wore off, and it should not have been listed, 

we also have NY 631 M listed, and I believe this also is one where the "gun 
metal" vvfore off and the substance used to plate the tokens underneath shows tlirougn. 
Again it should not have been listed. 

So I believe that should change these gun-metal listings to "oxidized." But 
I still would like to know just what they did to the tokens. It appears that the 
tokens were chenicall;' treated with soiae thing that gives tiiem a blackish color.

At a recent Utah State Fair, September 7-17, I noticed a couple of ride operators 
in the Capeli Carnival using quarter-size slugs to activate the rides. Inquiring at 
the office I was permitted to look thru a box of about 6,500 slugs. I found just one, 
crudely stamped and badly worn, described as follows: 

CAPELL RIDES I (INCUSE) 

l< 25 Sd Train Bus or Boat ( incuse )C2wn thick] 

Mr. Capeli said that at one time they had 1,000 of these made but couldn't remember 
when or where— but sometime in the early I950’s. Over the years they disappeared and 
were replaced with slugs, both copper and brass. The "train, bus or boat" are all 
battery-powered kiddie cars that run on pavement and are steered with steering wheel ^ 
and accelerator pedal to go or stop, mainly for little kids under age 6. Each ride is 
about 5 minutes. They now use 2 slugs, or 50e, to ride. Years ago it was only 25€. 

They switched from quarters to tokens because of the possibil ity of employees 
pocketing the quarters themselves and substituting slugs. 

Capeli Bros. Carnivals travel all over the West, but their headquarters are at

Early this year the Arundel Bus Company began indicating that it was losing too 
much money to continue to provide bus service to the city of Annapolis. One figure 
put that ioss at as much as $2,000 per month. Philip Clow, the owner, indicated that 
at the end of March public bus service in Annapolis would be terminated. This deci- 
sion followed many efforts by the company to reduce the cost of operations. The la- 
test was a request to the Maryland Pub I ic Service Commission to drop the route that 
was losing the largest amount of money. It was denied when the Commission received a 
large number of protests by residents along the route, the Mayor, John Apostat, and 
the City Council entered the picture, and with assurances that both federal and state 
funds would be available, entered into negotiations with the company to acquire three 
of the blue and white school-type buses. Officially the City became responsible for 
service on May I, 1978. 

Amid the fanfare that accompanied the change in ownership there were promises of 
improved service, new mini-buses, and shelters for passengers awaiting buses. At pre- 
sent the City is served by two overlapping bus routes which crisscross in the downtown 
area and serve different housing areas at the extreme ends of the routes. Both routes 
stop at the major shopping center. Parole, which is located northwest of town on the 
site of a former military camp. New shelters have been erected since the City took 
over operation, but little other visible evidence of the .change in control has oc- 
curred. 

Control of the bus operations is in the hands of a bus coordinator, James Ras- 
zewski, who was hired in July. He had assisted in the preparation of a bus service 
study performed In 1977. Under his guidance, and the reduced costs incurred by the 
City, the bus service has been moving toward the break-even point. He hopes to get 
things coordinated and establish firm schedules for the buses. To help in this he 
has done away with change-making, and all passengers are required to produce exact 
change: 50<f or a token to enter. This latter presents the most Interest for AVA 
members. A new token has been released. Brass, 19mm, and described as indicated in 
this month's Atwood Catalogue Supplement. The token went into sale on August 21 of 
this year at a cost of 40(J at area banks and at City Hall. f4eyer & Vtenthe produced 
the initial order of 15,000 tokens. The old tokens were honored until September 21. 

The new tokens are available from me for AOC + stamped addressed envelope.

There are many examples in numismatic history 
of short-lived issues of coins, bank-notes and tokens. 

Perhaps the same could also be said of tradesmens ' checks 
but what is unusual is to find the cessation of use of a 
particular check at a time when the check has been used for 
functional purposes (as opposed to advertising purposes) and 
the issuer concerned is still in business supplying the same 
goods or services. 

One example of cessation of use of a check has recently 
come to my notice. The circumstances of that cessation are rather 
unusual and, in my view, bear recording. 

Approximately 14 kilometres north of Adelaide is 
the Globe Derby Park Trotting Track. When first opened 
for night trotting (or harness racing as it is known in 
other parts of the world) on ]4th April 1973, Globe Derby 
Park was described as the most magnificent Trotting Track 
in the Southern Hemisphere and many would argue that, even 
today, it still merits that description. The Track itself 
is fully floodlit, has a circumference of 845 metres and a 
surface (of Dolomite and Shellgrit construction) capable of 
use in all weather conditions. Patrons gain entrance to the 
Track by the use of turnstiles into which metal checks 
(previously purchased at the Track) are inserted. 

The turnstiles were manufactured and installed by 
Automatic Totalizators Limited of Sydney. The metal checks 
which are used in those turnstiles are attractively designed 
(featuring trotting horses) and are very functional. They 
are of permanent construction (thereby obviating the need and 
expense of continued Issues of paper tickets) and also serve 
to record various statistics including attendance records. 

When originally introduced, there was a variance between 
admission fees paid by male and female patrons so that rwo 
distinct white metal checks were used. The first was 
approximately 29 mm in diameter with obverse featuring two 
trotting horses and the words in block ’’TROTTING S.A.T.C.” 
in two lines beneath. The reverse had the central word in 
block "GENT" with the words "GLOBE DERBY PARK - TROTTING" 
around the circumf snce. The second check was approximately 
22 mm in diameter and was identical in design to the larger 
check except that the central word in block on the reverse 
was "LADY" instead of "GENT". 

Use of the larger check has continued but use of the 
smaller check has now been discontinued for unusual reasons. 

On 4th December 1975, the South Australian Government 
passed Legislation which subsequently came into operation as 
the "Sex Discrimination Act". Section 26 of that Act made 
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it unlawful for any person who offered or provided goods or 
services (the word "services” being defined to include access 
to and use of any place that members of the public were 
permitted to enter) to the public or a section of the public 
to discriminate against a person on the ground of his sex in 
the terms on which that person supplied the goods or performed 
the services. The immediate impact of that Section was to 
create the probleir of whether or not differential admission 
fees for men and women gave rise to "discrimination" under 
the Act. 


With that problem in mind, the Committee of the South 
Australian Trotting Club determined to establish one adult 
admission fee, applicable both to male and female patrons 
(but not including pensioners) and thereafter both male and 
female patrons (excluding pensioners) paid the same 
admission fee and the larger check was used and is still used 
for admission of both male and female patrons to the Track. 

The smaller check then continued temporarily in use until 1977, 
but only for admission of pensioners. 

The South Australian Trotting Club has always been 
mindful of the interests of children and the limited financial 
means of pensioners. Children under 16 years of age are 
admitted free of charge and pensioners have always been admitted 
at reduced entry fees. However, to standardize methods 
of admission and to remove the need for differentiation in 
turnstile equipment, the Club introduced in 1977 a special 
check for use by pensioners. That check (which is still 
in use) is bronze in colour and of the same size and design 
as the larger check which I have mentioned. Upon introduction 
of that special check, use of the smaller check was finally 
discontinued. 

We accordingly have the situation where as the result 
of Legislation promoting equality between the sexes, the 
demise has occurred of a most attractive local check even 
although the issuer is still in business providing the same 
services to the public. That, to me, is a most unusual 
situation and one which could not possibly have been 
foreseen when the original check was produced and put into 
service. 


I would like to add my sincere thanks to those whose 
assistance has made this paper possible.

In response to an inquiry we had in the August issue, Tom Robinson of Pine Bluff, 
Ark,, wrote in and said he also had an Unid. ttlll, and that another collector in Ark- 
adelphia also had one. So I'm listing ftlll from Arkadelphia, Mr, Robinson said the 
Sloan & Greene tokens were used before 1900, and the Sloan Bros, token after 1900, as 
a 1905 Directory just mentions Sloan Bros. Livery. 

George Goeller reports a solid v/hite metal token for the Delaware Turnpike, This 
may signal discontinuance of the tokens with colored centers— -either that or the cost 
of making the latter is now so high they are going to solid metal instead. 

The new school token for Louisville is used by underprivileged and handicapped 
students of Jefferson County. Through efforts of a phone call by Joel Reznick the 
New Issues Service has received a supply and these will go out in October. We're 
grateful to Rich Marzian for reporting it? without the report in the first place v/e 
don't get the token. 

A token for Annapolis was reported by Wayne Coleman, and we are hopeful he will 
be able to get a supply for N.I.S. I don't know when the City of Annapolis took over 
Arundel Dus Co., but the new token went into use August 21, 1978. It is good for a 
50<= fare, and is sold at a discount at City Hall and banks. The Arundel Bus tokens 
were honored until September 21, 1978. 

We have a couple of new tokens for the Maryland Highways reported by George 
Goeller. Like the Delaware tokens we figure that they are discontinuing the tokens 
with colored centers, and in Iteryland doing away with the numbered tokens as well. 

Joe Pernicano wrote in and said they are using 640 A without numerals so this may in- 
dicate all tokens henceforth will be without numbers on them. 

tvhen the Rochester, MN, tokens were reported about six years back nothing vjas 
mentioned that they were also good for part payment of bus fare. But somewhere along 
the line it was decided that they could also be used on buses. So the token is now 
good for 10<? toward payment of a bus fare. We have a few tokens which mention 
on them that they are good for both bus fare or parking, and they're listed in both 
Feisel and Atwood. So I decided to list this one here, although some members of the 
Catalogue Committee don't agree with me. My idea is that people who collect trans- 
portation tokens would want these, and shouldn't have to buy a parking token catalogue 
to see the listing. The brass one is listed in Feisel, but the steel one hasn't been 
listed there yet. I don't know when they returned to making steel tokens as we had 
thought we had seen the last of them. These tokens are sold by the Chamber of Com- 
merce to merchants at 300 for $27.50, and those turned in for bus fare are redeemed 
by the Chamber from the bus company, I don't know if there may be other tokens from 
other cities which hav have a similar dual purpose, which haven't been listed yet. 

If you know of any please let me know. No attempt v/ill be made by N.I.S, to send 
these out. 

We listed a copper-plated token from Allento\vn 20 years ago and at the time we 
were told they picked out the white metal and plated only them. But it seems that 
Max Schwartz has obtained a large quantity of Allentown tokens and discovered that 
they also copper-plated the brass, zinc, and steel tokens. There are more than enough 
of them to dispel all doubts, and the N.I.S. has been able to obtain a supply for its 
members. In fact a collector wrote to tell me that they were using a copper-plated 
steel token for some time and he wondered why it wasn't listed. The reason it was 
not listed is, of course, that no one had reported it to me and 1 had never seen it. 
There are (Vars.) on the brass one, but Nicolosi got all the same kind, and the same 
was true of the zinc token. 

We also list a token from the Virgin Islands, I was hoping to get more inform- 
ation about this token, but don't know if ray contact do\m there will return to the 
V.I. or not. If so I shall put more information in a later issue. Anyway, buses run 
between Fredericksted and Christensted and the fare is 50<I= for partway or for the 
whole way. Up to a couple years ago it was divided into zones but in 1977 it \ijent to 
50*? anywhere on the island. There's a turnstile on tlie bus and tokens are used in it. 
A few collectors have succeeded in getting the tokens for 50<!= each +SAE by writing 
to Abramson Enterprises (Transit Bus Lines) - Hannah’s Rest - Fredericksted, St, 

Croix, Virgin Islands 00840, 
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We are also listing some unidentified tokens. We now have 3 different denomina- 
tions for the Hill & Horner tokens, an indication it may have been a suburban opera- 
tion, Note that the marJc is only on one side of these tokens, and that the denom- 
ination is stamped onto the tokens. 

The fibre token is a typical depotel type siiiilar to the bunch turned up by Hank 
Reidling not long ago. 

Steve Album found the M.H. Riley token in California. Dan DiMichael found tlie 
City Car Line token, and it is possible the "City Car Line" was a diner or something 
and it really is not a transportation token at all. 

We had an error in the obverse listino last month of tlie Los Angeles tokens. On 
Calif 450 G and T the full correct reverse is as follovjsj

Harold Ford recently acquired Unidentified #31 and says tlie correct material is 
fibre, not vulcanite. The token is black fibre (Fe) and there is a period after 
FARE, As this is the only specimen knovm, you should make the correction in your 
AtT7ood .

Those who know Hal, \dio 
served as chairman of the AVA Convention in 1977, know that he projects the perfect 
image of a western sheriff: tall and slender, soft-spoken with a deep and very cour- 
teous voice, he looks as if he just stepped out of a Hollywood western.

In the 1977 SUPPLEMENT on page 122, %re listed as NY 629 M a token tdiich, at the 
time, we believed to be a rare old ferry token. We now know the thing is a fake: Hal 
Dunn had a box of them for sale at the Carson City Convention for 75^ each last year, 
and he bought them from some guy who tdiolesales these things. In any case I now know 
tdtere the perpetrator of this fraud got the idea for it. On page 82 of American Fer- 
ryboats by John Perry, there is a picture of a rectemgular ticket, reproduced from 
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the November 2, 1872, issue of Haxpor^s Weekly, The ticket is exactly like the token 
pictured on page 122 of our Supplement. Same inscription} same boat. The under the 
picture of the ticket is an explanation by the author of the book* "A ticket for the 
Pulton Ferry crossing the East River from Brooklyn to Manhattan.” The reverse in- 
scription on the phony token is taken directly from this explanation. The token's 
reverse hast "Fulton Ferry Crossing E-River Brooklyn to Manhattan”. 

A non-member sends a rxibbing of a 40min brass pierced token inscribed, in incuse 
letters: MOUNT HOOD RAILWAY & POWER CO. EMPLOYEE (NUMERAL), The Mount Hood Rail- 
way & Power Co. began operations in 1910| it was 22 miles long, from Hood River to 
Dee to Parkdale. This could be an employee pass. The same correspondent also sent 
a description of a wooden nickel inscribed AUTO MARTIN LTD, 1881 GRANTS PASS, OREG. 
on obverse, and GOCX) FOR A FREE RIDE (OID AUTO) on reverse. I assume this is only an 
advertising gimmick. Someone should check it out. 

Pete Rosmerski has one of those big aluminum tokens put out by Southern Califor- 
nia Rapid Transit District (Cal 450 S and T) . They come anodized brass or bronze. 

But Pete has one without any anodized color at ail. Plain aluminum. I presume this 
is a pattern. 

Ed Dence sends a rubbing of a 28mm aluminum pierced token inscribed GATE NO. 1 / 
W. & N.T. / COMPANY / PASS THE BEARER (obverse), and P.H. MORRIS / NEWTOWN / CLOTHING 
HOUSE (reverse) . This looks like a turnpike token used on a road between Newtown and 
some place beginning with ”W” but then again maybe the ”T" in W. $ N.T. stands for 
scxaethlng else and it has nothing to do with transportation. This is one for sleuths 
who have the inclination to do some investigating. 

There was an article recently in Coin World by Tom Gordon about the Thosf>sontown 
Bridge, for which we have 2 tokens (Pa 90S A,B) listed on Page 154 (and pictured on 
page 162) of our 1977 Supplement. According to Mr. Gordon the bridge was built in 
1858 as a covered bridge, and demolished by an ice flood on February 7, 1874, and not 
rebuilt. He says tokens were made in denominations of 3,5,6,10,12,20,24, and 40 cents 
The ones we have listed are the 12^ and 24<^ ones, o%med by Ray Byrne. 

An interesting letter from Bill Williges of Wheatland, CA. "Most dealers,” he 
writes, "don't have the slightest idea what a token is worth. All that I saw [at an 
Omaha coin show] wanted ridiculous prices. I saw TT's that I put in my lots of 100 
dlff. for $16 including postage & insurance, for as much money as $2.50." I think 
most of us can verify that. Often there is no rhyme or reason. The same dealer who 
wants $7,50 for a Honolulu 16ram, will have a t<^en catalogued at $3.50 priced at 50<=. 
Bill proceeds to another subject in his letter, insured nail. It seems that if you 
send a group of tokens in one insured package, you had better keep a list of every 
token in the package. The postoffice will want to know exactly \diat was lost, if the 
package was damaged and some tokens are missing. 

The other ni^t I was browsing through my copies of the Meyer & Wenthe records. 
There are a nunber of intriguing mysteries awaiting solution, in these records. For 
instance on May 28, 1957, they made 8,000 white metal 22mm tokens inscribed OMNIBUS 
LA ESPIRITUANA, S.A. B on both sides. As they wore ordered through Perey Turn- 
stiles, we have no idea where these tc^ens vrant. Then on June 29, 1966, they made 
30,000 bronze 23mm tokens with bar inscribed NEPTUNE GOU) MINING CO. on obverse, 
and the same on reverse. On September 15, 1942, Florida Cities Bus Company or- 
dered just 72 brass tokens "about half dollar diameter” inscribed TOKEN CHECK F.C.B. 
CO. (NUMERAL) on one side incuse and black filled. Numbered 1 thru 60, with 12 of 
them not numbered. Bach token pierced at the top. Then on March 14, 1928, 20,000 
16mm tokens with L-sc in center were ordered by the City of Lethbridge, Alberta. We 
don't know what they were Inscribed. On April 24, 1956, Kiddies Day Amusement Co. 
of Regina, Saskatchewan, ordered 5,000 octagonal WM tokens reading KIDDIES DAY AMUSE- 
MENTS on obverse, and GO(N3 FOR ONE KIDDIE RIDE on reverse. 

There are lots more, but I am out of space. 
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« MY FIRST DEPOTEL TOKEN « 
By Lloyd E. Wagaman 


Our trip to the AVA Convention in Louisville wasn’t anything spectatular. I had not 
obtained a single piece for my collection althou^ I did see a few goodies v^ich I was able 
to trade for my mall at a later date. We left Louisville in a downpour of rain, stopped for 
a flea market at a real small southern Indiana town the name of which I can’t recall. The 
rain had stopped but there was mud galore. No worthwhile purchases here either, 

A few more miles north we came to Harrodsburg, Ind. , and another flea market 
sign. Being alreacfy tired, muddy, and disgusted I was tempted to ignore the flea market 
sign but force of habit caused me to stop. I'm sure glad I did as the second dealer I ap- 
proached had a brass token, very worn and far from nice condition, but it was readable. 

It was a D. E . STRAIN LIVERY, FEED AND SALE STABLE on obverse, and GCXID FOR 1 
RIDE TO DEPOT on reverse! Needless to say I was thrilled to get this old hack token even 
thou^ it was a maverick. Of course ray first thoughts were, "Will I ever be able to attrib- 
ute it?" The first thing on arriving home was to check every town listed In Indiana in the 
1912 Bradstreet for the family name of Strain. Bloomii^ton, Harrodsburg, Vevay, and 
Princeton showed the Strain name but none with the Initials D. E. 

Since I got the token at the tiny town of Harrodsburg, and it is only about four miles 
from Bloomington, I felt Bloomington would be the best place to start, since Harrodsburg 
is also listed in Bloomington directories. The Bloomington library had city directories for 
1900 and then a void until 1919 and neither of these was any help. I then thought some de- 
scendants might still be in the area so I checked the 1978 directory and there was a David E. 
Strain listed at Harrodsburg. I thought this must surely be a son or grandson of the D. E. 
Strain on my token. I drove out to see this David E. Strain but found no one at home. Later 
that evening I phoned him and it gave me some encouragement. He said his father never had 
a livery stable but that he did have an Uncle Dick that had operated a livery stable in Harrods- 
bimg many years ago. He wasn't sure if his uncle's name was actually Dick or if it was 
short for Richard or otherwise. I asked him if Uncle Dick had any children that were still 
living and he gave me the address of a daughter. Miss Marjorie Strain who is a retired 
school teacher and lives in California. I wrote to her and it was about three weeks before I 
received an answer, but believe me it was worth waiting for. 

She told me that she is quite sure that my token was issued by her father as she has 
one that is Identical. Her father had bought the livery stable in late 1904 or early 1905 and 
it was sold in 1912. To quote her, she said "The initials D. E. stood for Dora Everett, a 
name my father disliked so much he never used it. He used D. E. Strain for all legal mat- 
ters. However I never heard him called anything but Dick by family or friends, " 

She said the hack was an enclosed conveyance drawn by two horses, a gray and a 
roan, named Rose and George. It held about ten or twelve people sitting on benches facing 
each other. It was entered by steps in the rear. She also said (here was an old photograph 
of the livery stable and it should be among old family jdiotos but as yet she has been unable 
to locate it. If she does find it I have been promised a copy. 

I drove back there again to visit the sites of the old livery stable, hotel, and depot, 
all of which are now gone. The livery stable burned about 1930 and tiie old depot, which 
was about a mile out of town, was torn down in fairly recent years. I have not yet learned 
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what happened to tiie old Hotel Carmichal but it Is interesting to note that it was owned by 
the grandfather of the noted song writer Hoagy Carmichael. 

I must end this by saying I'm sure glad I went to the AVA Convention. Otherwise 
I would have missed this treasured depotel token.

■ TOKEN DIES OWNED BY THE AMERICAN VECTURIST ASSN. ■ 

Some years back, when Dxiane Feisel was AVA President, the Association purchased 
a number of token dies from a token manufacturing firm which was selling them off. The 
chief reason we purchas ed these was to keep them from getting into the wrong hands. They 
are nearly connected with transportation in some way, althou^ the majority of them are not 
for actual transportation fare tokens. 

The ones which were definitely used to strike transportation tokens would fit the fol- 
lowing tokens: CT 525 A (obv. & rev. ); DE 900 B (obv. ); VA 65 A {24mm obv. & rev.); VA 
65 A but for a 19mm token that has never been found (obv. & rev. ); CT 305 A (obv. only); 

MA 115 F (obv. only); PA 720 A (obv. only); one for a token like NJ 145 A (obv. only) but 
28. 5mm; another like NJ 145 A but 24mm (obv. only); PA 425 B (rev. only); MD 60 Z (rev. 
only); MD 60 W (rev. only); MD 60 Z (obv. only); MD 60 W (obv. only). 

Then there are some interesting dies for tokens that have never been found I We have 
a die for a 21mm token inscribed CENTER PORT / BUS / ONE FARE, which probably was 
for Centerport, Long Island, NY. Letters to Centerport have elicited no information, how- 
ever. 

There is a die for a 24mm token Inscribed ONE WAY / 5 / CENTS 

There is a die for a 19mm token inscribed GOOD FOR / ONE / RIDE. 

But my favorite is a reverse die for a 32mm token inscribed ROUND TRIP / FROM / 
EITHER HOTEL. 

There are obverse & reverse dies for an undiscovered 35mm real estate token in- 
scribed "Jerseys Premier Home Development 6 Miles From Camden Excellent Train, 

Trolley and Bus service Boating, Bathing, Fishing White People Only City Conveniences" 
on obverse, and "Finder is Entitled to one choice Building Lot for the Small Cost of Deed 
and Title Policy by Presenting this Coin within 5 Days at Room 414 Washington Sq. Bldg. 
Phila., Pa. " on reverse. 

There are several oval dies for taxicab charge coins and we’ll include these listings 
when I compile my list of such tokens in the not too distant ftiture. 

There are a lot of dies for tool checks for railroad shops and yards 

There is a 22|mm die for what may have been a parking token, inscribed COLLING- 
WOOD NJ / N. J. / T-5 / PARK. 

There's a 24mm die for a token that mi^t have been a taxicab pass, inscribed 
BUREAU OF TAXICAB INSP. / CTTY OF N. Y. 

Then some which could possibly be for fare tokens: 

29mm - RETURN TO / M / NEW DEPARTURE 

28|mm - PHILA. / TRANSFER 

31mm - THE KENNETH / GARAGE / WM T. CLARK / PROP. / AUTO & TAXICAB 
SERVICE 

25mm - TRANS. AREA 

19mm - PRESENT / AT / TICKET OFFICE 

And several dies which may have been used for drinking cup checks by the Pennsylvanls 
RR. They bear PRR or P.R.R. and comes in sizes 22mm, 23mm, 24mm, 38mm. 

An interesting bunch of dies to speculate upon. Perhaps members could use some of 
them for making personal tokens in the future ?

We start of this month's listings xirith a token Roy Nulph acquired ivhile visiting 
the Utah State Fair last September. Ha had a chance of going tlirough some slugs and 
found one that \7as good for a ride. At one period Capell Bros, v/anted to use tokens 
instead of quarters and had some tokens made, and Roy found one of them so it's list- 
ed this month. This Capell outfit vjith its "home port" at Coolidge, AZ, has the ride 
concessions at state fairs, etc., in the western states. At tlae time the token was 
used it took 25^ for a ride, but now the orice for rides is 50<:. I don't knov/ hov? 
many more will show up but there are many strange places tokens can show up if you 
just look for them. A thousand of these v/ere struck but they just seem to have disap- 
peared. They still use slugs ?3ut no more tokens have been made. 

Next another AMTOUR token for San Francisco, for rides on the cable cars. The 
three were made by Meyer S Wenthe but this one was made by Roger Williams Mint, 
15,000 v;ere made and if enough are taken home by souvenir hunters maybe more vrill be 
made. It seems tliis promotion stunt has been going over very well. It is kind of 
hard to distinguish what die is M&W and which is Roger Williams, but there is a slight 
difference on the reverse if you look hard enough for it. Ghirardelli Square is nov 7 
a tourist attraction, but at one tine it was the home of Ghirardelli Chocolate. Tliey 
moved out and the building is novr a tourist attraction. New Issues Service got enough 
for everyone who will want one. 

See tlie excellent story elsewhere in this issue about the Harrodsburg, IN, hack 
token found by Lloyd Wagaman. 

On a trip tlirough Kansas City a couple v/eeics back Bill Garrison stopped by tiie 
company to see if he could acquire some extras of MO 441 A, He found out they have 
replaced the white metal token with a brass one, because vrhen tliey count up their 
receipts it's easier to pick out brass tokens to distinguish them from quarters, llr. 
Garrison was able to talk tliem into selling N.I.S, a supply of the brass ones, al- 
though we were unable to get the I® one vdien it came out. So the new brass one will 
go out tills month along with the Amtour token. Mr. Garrison was able to get a few of 
the tilM tokens and will have ads offering them for trade. 

The New Issues Service had received a quantity of the Dunkirk, NY, tokens, thanks 
to the efforts of Joel Reznick, who had to call the Mayor of the city. It v/as touch 
and go for a while but \<re succeeded. The tokens went into use in 1976, and the holes 
in them make it easier to handle then by stringing then on a i.’ire. The adult fare is 
351 ? and the senior fare is 25<?. 

Last month we said v/e expected to get the Annapolis tokens for New Issues Ser- 
vice, but we were not able. So collectors who want the token should write directly 
to Wayne Coleman, per his offer on Page 126 of tlie October issue. Incidentally the 
token is not 19mm, No 19mm tokens have been made since 1948. This also is one of 
the reasons I wanted to relist Clearfield, Pa., to shovir when they stopped making tok- 
ens the same size as U.S. coins. 

Rather than just add a listing for the bronze token for Clearfield I figured it 
would be simplest to take the opportunity to relist the whole city in chronological 
order, and shov/ other variations, so that this place will be done right in the 4th 
edition of Atx/ood V7hen it gets published. I may not be around by then so want to get 
it done no\7 the way it should be. This should have been done over 25 years ago be- 
fore I became New Issues Editor, but listings were coming in fast and furious, so 
V7hen a bronze one was listed I figured it was probably just a shade of brass. But in 
checking the Meyer & Wenthe records they do show that some v;ere made in bronze from 
some metal that was still on hand, I believe tlie earliest Clearfield tokens were 
made by Scovill, and as tliey may have had trouble getting metal new tokens were or- 
dered from M&W. 

The majority of tokens made by Scovill v/ere made in ti^o operations. The letter- 
ing in the first operation and the letter in the centre punched out afterwards. But 
when M&W made these tokens it was done in one operation with the letter F punched out 
in a uniform position. On Scovill tokens the P could come in any of 360 various pos- 
itions (for the 360° of a circle) . So in this case we just say that the letter in 
the center "roams the circle." 

Also on the Clearfield tokens the letter F is always backv7ards on the earlier 
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-Page. 148- 
ones. 

Scovill made tokens until about 1954 and then went out of the token business. 
There are several situations where an early tolzen was laade by Scovill and later ones 
of the same design by Meyer & Wenthe, and if I could I vrould lilce to make a list of 
all of tliese. Usually they can be distinguished because the Scovill one roams the 
circle and the M&W does not. I'm having trouble typing at present so v;ill hold off, 
but I shall try to get to it one of these days,

KENNETH T. HALL and CLARENCE E. HEFFNER 


The return of another ootd irinter brings with it the sad tidings of the death of 
two long-time and valued members, Kenneth Tynes Hallf AVA 1^649, of Lynahhurgj Va,^ 
joined us in 1965 when he lived in IJilliamsburg . I never met him in person but our 
extensive oorrespondenoe obviated a personal meeting. He became a good friend and he 
contributed much to our hobby and to my own enjoyment of it. He died last October 22 

at age 74. . j . 

Clarence Heppner of Seattle^ AVA ffL324f vsas one of our most prominent and active 
constituents. He joined in 1959, and rapidly rose to a position of leadership among 
us. He served as Vice President of the AVA, as chairman of our 1962 Convention in 
Seattle, and oo-Chairman with me of our 1971 Convention in Seattle, His coin shop on 
Third Avenue became the place to go when token collectors visited Seattle, and Hepp 
alixiys found the time to entertain us and treat us royally. He built magnificent col- 
lections of transportation tokens, as well as saloon tokens, Washington trade tokens, 
U.S. commemorative coins, and U.S, gold coins. He oimed every regular issue of horse 
car tokens, as well as nearly every Washington transportation token. But these stat- 
istics don't begin to tell about Hepp, because he v)as such an overwhelming and de- 
lightful person. He was the driving force of the Seattle token collectors, and an 
inspiration to everyone who knew him. In fact, to know Hepp loas to love the guy. 

Words are inadequate to express how we slwxll miss him. Ard for me personally, Seattle 
will always seem a little empty now, as I walk along Third Avenue and look up at tliat 
window in the building at number 1321, He died December 21, at age 68, 


January 5. If you have not yet sent in your AVA dues of $7.50 for 1979, there 
is still time to take care of it.

Duane Feisel has had a new batch of personal tokens made, and these will be lis- 
ted, probably next month, in our next PT supplement. Duane’s personals are used rn 
his business, but he has extras of every one he has ever issued (some 58 different!) 
and he's willing to sell them at a nominal cost. For a complete listing with mintage 
figures and prices, send him a long stamped addressed envelope. He'll send along one 
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of his new unlisted personals with the list, gratis. Duane also has made sterling 
silver examples of some of his personals, which I don't list, and he has these for 
sale also if you are interested. 

Douglas Bordon writes that there is a new red plastic token in use in Rochester, 
NY, otherwise exactly like the black NY 780 K, but they are not available to collec- 
tors. He guesses that 5,000 each of the two school tokens, 780 I and L, were struck, 
and 2,500 each of the welfare tokens, 780 K and the nev/ red one. He also sent along 
a beautiful bronze 51mm medal struck in his honor by the Rochester Numismatic Assn, 
for his service as president of that society. The medal bears Borden's picture on ob- 
verse, and the arms of the R.N.A, on reverse. Doug v;ent to Switzerland and Italy last 
September and October, and discovered a token being used in Pisa, Italy, used for 
1000 Lira to go up the Leaning Tower of Pisa. The photo of one side of the toJcen 
which he sent along, shov/s a token inscribed OPERA DELLA PRIIiAZIALE PISANA with elab- 
orate design and the letters OPA in center. 

A number of new finds have been reported. Jim Hemphill of Lake Oswego, Oregon, 
reports picking up Mich 530 C for only 25<? in a Salem flea market! Irwin Reuben cf 
Dayton, Ohio, \in:ites that he found a Pa 455 B in a flea market. "It was in a box with 
other common TT's for which tlie dealer was asking 50*? each. Not a bad buy." 

Ed Saunders reports finding a token— in fact two tokens — just like NJ 250 A, but 
his tokens have the number 1 and the number 2 incused into the obverse just under the 
word "CABS". I don't know if these are new types being used, or just someone's idea 
of having fun vjith number punches, ouite possibly the taxi comuany is now numbering 
their tokens. I hope someone can learn more about this possibility for us. 

Bill Lonney of Bridgewater, N.J., reports finding a wooden nickel at a coin show, 
which is inscribed PAT Ar® JAYS FISH HOUSE, INC. GOOD FOR ONE RIDE NEW LONDON, N.C. 
He called the restaurant down there and a Mr. Smith, who answered the phone, informed 
him that the token is used for a miniature train ride. The train runs during the sum- 
mer only. This would definitely be a legitimately used wooden token. 

Stan Heist picked up a rectangular brass token, 30x35mm, pierced, blank on one 
side, inscribed AM. RY. S. CO. NEW YORK LABORER'S CHECK 1028 WILEY & ROSS. Just 
what this was used for I have no idea. American Railway Signal Co. may have just been 
the manufacturer of the piece. Letters are all incuse. 

On page 140 of the November Fare Box I mentioned several tokens which the Meyer 
s Wenthe records list as having been made. One of these was an octagonal ii?hite metal 
token ordered from Regina, Saskatchewan, inscribed KIDDIE DAY AMUSEMENTS on obverse, 
and GOOD FOR ONE KIDDIE RIDE on reverse. Five thousand of these were struck in 1956. 
Well, Don Stewart of Calgary found one of them, in Alberta. The question now is, 

Where do vre list it from? In that same paragraph on page 140 I also mentioned that 
20,000 16mm tokens with L-sc were ordered in 1928 by the City of Lethbridge, Alberta. 
Don wrote the City, and received the following reply; "Dear Sirs If the City of 
Lethbridge did order 20,000 tokens in March of 1928, we do not have any of them here 
now or have no information regarding these tokens. I have been with the Department 
since 1944 and have never seen them. We did use tickets until a few years ago and 
like most other Cities, we went to an exact cash fare." 

On Page 96 of the 1977 Atwood Supplement, Minn 660 C is listed for Pipestone, 

differing from B in that it has NASONS instead of NASON. The token was reported by 

Dan DiHichael. I have recently bought Dan's token, and apparently I misunderstood 
Dan when he reported it originally- Dan's token also has only NASON, although it is 
a different die variety from the 660 B in my collection so I shall keep it. I then 
inquired of Harold Ford, who owns the third knoxm example of 660 B. Harold sent a 
rubbing of his token, and it differs from both of mine in the die work! So there are 

3 known Minn 660 B's and there are 3 diff. die varieties! In any case, the listing 

of 660 C should be deleted and (Vars.) added after the listing for 660 B. 

On Page 89 of the June 1977 Fare Box I described some plastic tokens used in 
Gainesville, FL. Karl Gabsch visited there in December, 1977, and learned that the 
white tokens come with numbers 1 thru 9 on then, for the 9 different bus routes oper- 
ated (v;ith only one bus on each) . The numbers are inked onto the white tokens either 
on one side or the other; never on both sides. Numbers are to indicate the most heav- 
ily traveled bus routes for the company. The tokens became obsolete early in 1977. 
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= transportation tokens the SAIIE SIZE AS U.S. COINS = 

By Ralph Freiberg 

In tl^e November issue I Touched briefly on tlie subject of the laxv forbidding the 
striking of transportation tokens the sane size as any U-S. coin. A 21n)m token is 
the same size as a nickel, for instance. 

For some time prior to 1948 we had many 21mm tokens. However, there was one 
group of these that appeared in the period from 1934 to 1947. Certain companies got 
into the business of buying out streetcar lines and replacing them v/ith buses. Per- 
haps to make it sound better they also reduced the fare to 5<?, v/hereas on streetcars 
the fare had been higher. Along with the 5^ fare, many S'? convenience tokens started 
to appear, more or less used by firms that did not want to give cash to their employ- 
ees to ride buses, and also to mailmen ivho had to pay to ride the buses. 

This continued to about 1947 when they raised the fare above the S'? level, so 
there was no further need to have the 5^ tokens. As they were no longer using the 
nickel convenience tokens there v/as no need to have such a token, and this happened 
just about the time when the law was passed prohibiting the making of tokens the same 
size as U.S. coins. To this group of 21mra tokens passed out of tlie picture. As most 
of these nickel tokens were not available for purchase through normal channels, some 
of them turned out to be scarce items. 

Along v/ith companies using a S'? token for convenience there v^rere some companies 
that used a S'? token for school fare. So after 1948 \>7hen some of these companies re- 
ordered tokens, they had to take them in a different size, mostly in 20mm size. Fres- 
no, Calif., had a 21mm school token (CA 300 I), and when they reordered tokens they 
had to take a 20mm one (300 J) . 300 J was not in use very long, and so is scarcer 
than a lot of tokens. In fact these changeover tokens were ordered before the New 
Issues Service came into being. 

Waterbury, Conn. , had a 21inm school token (CT 560 D) , and when time came to re- 
order in 1948 they had to take a 20mm token (560 E) . 

Seattle, Wash., was also a city that used a 21mm school token. They first used 
WA 780 M about 1940, and they also ordered 780 R in March, 1947. When the time came 
to reorder tokens in 1951 they had to take a 20mm token. After getting tlie tokens 
they discovered that their fare boxes were not geared to take a 20mm token, so these 
were never used. A small supply was obtained for A.V.A. members who attended the 
1955 Convention in Seattle, but whatever happened to the balance of the 200,000 20mm 
tokens they ordered is unknown. Are they still stored away, or have all tokens of 
Seattle been destroyed after Seattle Metro took over? 

Plymouth, Pa., also had a 21mm token used from about 1925 to 1947 (PA 775 A). 

So when it came time to order more tokens in November, 1947, they had to take a 20inm 
token. 

Akron, Ohio, also ordered a 21mra token in early 1947 (OH 10 C) , and when they 
reordered in 1948 they had to take 20mm tokens (OH 10 D) . 

Along v/ith the mention of the S'? convenience tokens, I should mention the dime 
convenience tokens, such as the one used in Indianapolis, Ind. Ind 460 E was made in 
1931, and 460 s in 1941. These, I believe, were made for a dime convenience token for 
use on buses. Streetcar fare was cheaper than bus fare, so they needed tokens for the 
bus. Needing more tokens of a similar nature in 1952, they had to take a 23mm token 
(460 X) . So botla 5<? convenience tokens and 10'? convenience tokens, which were made 
the same size as U.s. coins, have been phased out. 

There may have been others, but I have just mentioned some made by Meyer s 
Wenthe on which I had information when they were made. The dime convenience tokens 
are 18mm, same size as a dime.

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

We begin with another old one from Greenup, IL. This city had its share of hack 
tokens. In the August 1978 issue we mentioned that Unidentified #67 was probably 
from Greenup, and it is tlie sense of the Catalogue Committee to list it from here, 
so we have two old ones to list from this town. 

Also a pattern from Illinois, xvhich is similar to IL 760 F. This was a city 
where bids for tokens came from more than one firm. We have learned from the Meyer & 
Wen the records that there was no charge, and hence no record, of pattern tokens. So 
this one could be M&w or Scovill. 

Also a new one for Hastings, I-IN. This is a dial-a-ride type service, William 
Nelson reports that tokens were first used November 1, 1978, and are sold at Citv 
Hall. But the ii/oman who sells them does not take kindly to collectors, because they 
only had 500 tokens made and are down to about 100 left now. So she v7on't sell more 
than ten at a time. Fare is 50“!= cash or 10 tokens for $4.50. They have since reor- 
dered, and promised us 175 for New Issues Service. But of course the new batch may 
be different I Meanwhile Quincy Laflin got a few for trading. 

The miscellaneous token for Missouri is similar to other real estate tokens which 
state they are also good for transportation. So this one tjill be listed here as well 
as in lir. Coffee's real estate token catalogue. 

We were hoping to get a supply of the Omaha zone checks, but have not been suc- 
cessful, Some of the 997 B did get out and Mr. Coffee obtained some of them. He has 
an ad in this issue. On the 997 C, I don't know if it is still in use or not. 

The Yale, Okla., token has been kicked around for a long time. It was listed in 
the 1948 catalogue, but overlooked in the 1953 catalogue. Only one of them is known 
(see photo on page 447 of Atwood) , but it is obviously well used, and we see no rea- 
son to call it a pattern. So the listing is corrected this month. 

Also some mavericks to list. The best way to learn the origin of a maverick is 
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to list it under Unidentified, #187 we thought could be Illinois as there is a city 
of that name there, but collectors in that state have been unable to find any record 
of such a turnpike. 

Every once in a while we make a mistake in assigning a city number, as we did 
last month with Harrodsburg, Ind. You have to check to see if the number was ever 
assigned by Atwood; then check the parking token book, then the car v;ash token book. 

So anyv/ay, correct the number as indicated this month. 

We have had quite a problem figuring out how to send out the sheets of cardboard 
free tokens issued in Los Angeles. We have listed the ones that have so far appeared, 
and several more sheets will be coming out. These are distributed in Sunday news- 
papers, and come printed on sheets 10X13H" » Joel Reznick is handling distribution, 
and all of them v/ill be available to any AVA member who wants them. They will not be 
sent out by Wicolosi's Ne\7 Issues Service. liJhen he has them all (Joel now has quan- 
tities of most of the sheets) , Joel will have an announcement in The Fare Box. You 
will have two options in ordering; getting them folded, or getting them mailed flat. 
Mailing flat requires a large envelope and extra postage, but many v7ill want them that 
way. There was some question as to how they should be listed. They are not reus- 
able, as tokens are supposed to be. Yet they are round and they call them tokens. So 
we are assigning them special "X-" designations, so those vjho don't want to bother 
with them won't have to. We suspect most will want them. They are available for a 
very nominal amount, and once Joel's supply is gone, they will be practical unobtain- 
able anywhere. So await his announcement before writing.
